Alvin H. Sanders, Chicago 
Editor, Is Chosen Western 
Member of Advisory 

Commission. 


MAY DECLINE THE HONOR. 


Senate Limits Power of Body to 
Assisting in Administration 
of Maximum and Min- 
imum Rates.

The new tariff commission, which fw to 
assist in the investigation of domestic and 
foreign duties, was appointed by President 
“Taft yesterday. Alvin H. Sanders, editor 
and publisher of the Breeders’ Gazette of 
Chicago, was selected as one of the three 
members of the board. Word to this effect 
was received in a message from Beverly, 
Mass., the summer capital.“ 

The other two members of the commission, 
both of whom are well known in the world 
ef science and finance, are Prof. Henry C. 
Emery of Yale and James B. Reynolds of 
Boston. The former was appointed chair- 
man of the commission. Mr. Reynolds‘is 
assistant secretary of the treasury and a 
student of tariff conditions. 

Mr. Sanders was notified of his appoint- 
ment at the Midlothian Country club, where 
he is spending the summer. 

“I don’t know whether I can accept it, as I 
have so many other things to do,” he said. 
“This announcement comes as a complete 
surprise to me, although I knew that my 
name was being considered by the president. 
I have had no opportunity to say whether or 


not I would be able to accept the honor. 


Chairman of Reciprocal League. 

“I suppose my appointment is due to the 
fact that I have served five years as chair- 
man of the American Reciprocal Tariff 
league, which grew out of the reciprocity 
convention in 1905. Our organization was 
instrumental in securing the adoption of the 
maximum and minimum feature of the new 


‘tariff bill. 


It is my belief that this commission was 
appointed to advise the president of the ap-

Mr. Sanders stated that he did not know 
the other two members of the commission 
personally, but knew them by reputation as 
experts on tariff matters. He said he would 


take the appointment under consideration 


and decide whether or not he would accept 
it in a few days. 


Power to Employ Experts. 

In announcing the selection of the new 
board, authorized by the Payne tariff bill, 
the following statement was given out at 
the executive offices: 

„The president and the secretary of the 
treasury have agreed upon the plan that 
these gentlemen are to constitute the board 
and are to be given authority to employ such 
special experts as may be needed in the in- 
vestigation of the foreign and domestic 
tariff.’’ 

The announcement followed a conference 
im the afternoon between the president and 
Secretary MacVeagh. President Taft had 
left entirely in the hands of the secretary 
the selection of the new commission and he 
immediately approved the men recommend- 
ed by Mr. MacVeagh. It was due to this, it 
is said, that Mr. Sanders was appointed to 
the board, as Mr. MacVeagh chose him as 
the best representative of the middle weet. 

It had been a question until recently as 
to whether the new board should consist of 
three or five members. It finally was agreed, 
however, that the smaller number, assisted 
by such experts as they deemed necessary. 
would act more quickly than the larger num- 
ber and with equal effectiveness. 


Duties Are Limited. 

There has been more discussion ever since 
the passage of the Payne bill as to just whet 
authority the tariff commission shall have. 
As the measure left the house of representa- 
tives it provided that the commission, or 
board of experts, should advise both the 

president and congress on technical questions 
about the tari%. The senate did not approve 


= of this broad authority, and the provision 


was amended so as to prescribe that the 
commission’s duties should only be to assist 
the president in the administration of the 


_‘ gection relating to maximum and minimum 


rates. i 
At the time of the tariff fight in Washing- 


ton the president indicated to callers at the 


White house that he did not look with any 
great concern upon the limitations imposed 
by the senate, and left the impression that 
he thought the commission would be able 
to handle affairs to suit the framers of the 
measure and do all the chief executive could 
hope for.

CHARGES BIG SHIP-RAIL POOL 


Land and Sea Traffic Officials Are 
Summoned by U. S. Jury. 


SECRET REBATES ALLEGED. 


Conspiracy in Restraint of Trade Con- 
tention of Government. 


New York, Sept. 11.—[{Special.]—Acting 
upon information and documentary evidence, 
the United States government practically has 
completed a preliminary investigation of 
alleged violations of the Sherman anti-trust 
act, the act to regulate commerce, the Elkins 
rebate law, and existing features of the tariff 
act by several transatlantic steamship lines 
and railroad companies operating within the 
borders of the United States. 

While all definite information is refused 
at this stage of the investigation by the de- 
partment of justice at Washington, the de- 


‘partment of interstate commerce and by the 


United States attorney for the Southern dis- 
trict of New York, it was learned at Wash- 
ington that several officials of the steamship 
companies and railroads have been subpe- 
naed to appear on Sept. 15 before the fed 
eral grand jury that convenes in New York 
next Tuesday. 

The identity of these officials is being 
closely guarded both in Washington and New 


justice and to United States Attorney Henry 
A. Wise and Assistant United States District 
Attorney John W. H. Crim for the names 
of these officials has elicited the tnformation 
that no public announcement will be made 
regarding the case until the grand jury has 
concluded its labors. 

| List of Offenses Charged. 

The offenses charged are:

Some of the officials of the Holland-~Ameri- 
ca company will be called before the grand 
jury to throw additional light upon the trans- 
gressions alleged against it, as disclosed by 
evidence in possession of the government. 


United States Will Demand Papers. 


The government will demand the produc- 
tion before the grand jury of all agreements, 
contracts, protocols, letters, telegrams, ard 
memoranda in the possession of the ofticia!s 
of the Holland-America line and related 
to the offenses charged during 1906, 1007, 
1908, and up to the time of the serving of the 
subpoenas. 

There is good reason to believe that some 
of these documents were sent out of the 
United States at the time congress was con- 
sidering the rebate bill two years ago. There 
is believed to be sufficient evidence, however, 
as a result of the recent investigation to es- 
tablish beyond peradventure that the rall- 
roads since have continued the payment of 
rebates, that the Holland-America Steam- 
ship line has continued to accept them, that 
the steamship lines named above are stil: 
operating under a pool arrangement, and 
that the other offenses charged against he 
Holland-America line have not been discon- 
tinued. 


Fines of Millions Possible. 


Of the 2,300 separate instances of rebating 
figuring in the investigation, the majority 
are said! to have been paid and accepted In 
violation of the law stil in existence. Under 
the Elkins act, in operation before the pas- 
sage of the Hepburn rate bill June 29, 1906, 
each railroad paying the rebate is Hable toa 
fine of $20,000 for each offense. Upon this 
basis the railroads involved (some of which 
are not named in the list above) would be 
amenable to fines aggregating $46,000,000.

Reynolds Is Tariff Expert. 

Secretary Reynolds is an expert on tariff 
questions. His reports on the progress of 
the Wlilson-Gorman bill, when he was a 
newspaper correspondent in Washington a 
number of years ago, brought him to the at- 
tention of President Roosevelt. Since his 
appointment to the treasury department he 
has been especially active in the investiga- 
tion of tariffs, both foreign and domestic, and 
he recently made an extensive tour of Eu- 
rope in the inierests of the inquiry. 

Mr. Reynolds is one of the young men of 
the capital, being under 40 years of age. He 
was born in Saratoga, N. T., and after gradu- 
ating from Dartmouth, worked as a reporter 
on the Boston Advertiser. After a brief 
period in Boston he was sent to Washington 
as a correspondent for his paper. He was 
a friend of Senator Lodge, and it was upon 
the latter’s recommendation that he was ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt to the treas- 
ury department. Mr. Reynolds is a personal 
friend of President Taft. 

Henry Crosby Emery is professor of po- 
litical economy at Yale college. He has oc- 
cupied this chair since August, 1900. Most of 
his life since graduation from Bowdoin col- 
lege in 1802 has been given to the study of 


economics with specializatiqn along political 


lines, and he is believed to be particularly 
well equipped to head the board.

The steamer was not 
badly damaged by its contact with the ledge. 


Sure of Peary’s Success. 

While the Roosevelt was stranded, Capt. 
Nellsen went aboard to offer his assistance 
end was thanked by Commander Peary and 
Capt. Bartlett. who decided that they would 
de able to work the steamer free at high 
water. Capt. Neilsen says that Commander 
Peary and Capt. Bartlett showed him over 
the ship and told him that the pole had been 
reached.

Sought to Cast Doubt on Doctor’s Story 
to Helpmeet, 


New York, Sept. 11.—[Special.]}—On excel- 
lent authority tonight was learned the pur- 
port of letters written by Dr. Frederick A 
Cook te his wife, that will become historical 
if the text ever is made public. 

It was to these letters that Dr. Cook re- 
ferred in his announcement, cabled from 
Copenhagen, that his wife was in possession 
of indisputable evidence that he had discov- 
ered the north pole. | 

In one letter, written in the spring of this 
year from Etah the explorer describes the 
terribie hardships of his journey, starting in 
February from his winter quarters in a hol: 
in the ground in Ellesmere land to Etah 
The distance, about 300 miles, had to be cov- 
ered without dogs and with insufficient food.

Landing at Christiansand. 

CHRISTIANSAND, Norway, Sept. 11— 
The steamer Oscar II., with Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook, the American arctic explorer, on 
board, left here at noon today for New York. 
It is due to arrive Sept. 21. 

When Dr. Cook arrived here from Copen- 
hagen on board the Melchior, the municipal 
authorities boarded the vessel in the harbor 
and the burgomaster of Christlansand deliv- 
ered a speech of welcome in whieh he con- 
gratulated the explorer on his achievement. 

Dr. Cook, in his reply, eulogized the expior- 
ers of Norway. In the course of his remarks 
he said: 

An explorer cannot receive greater honor 
than the appreciation of a people who under- 
stand him. In Norway you have many ex- 
plorers, and some of them have been among 
my dearest friends. I admire the breadth, 
energy, and scientific accuracy of Nansen. 
but have only had the honor of Sverdrup's 
aoquaintence for the last few days. How- 
ever, your Roald Amundsen is my old friend.

| Favors Forty Acre Dis 

The ward districts are too big ry prac- 
tical use. The density of the population of 
@ whole ward does not mean much, for all 
the people may be crowded over on o 
of it. I would change the basis of en ra- 
tion; from ward districts to arbitrary forty 
acre districts. 

+ Ward districts may pe changed for po- 
Mtical reasons before the census is out. These 
forty acre divisions are arbitrary; have no 
political significance, and there will be no 
reason for changing their boundaries. They 
Are small eneugh so that conditions are like- 
ly to be much the same over their entire 
area. Thus a person can take up a census 
map of Chicago and get fairly accurate in- 
formation as to the density of the population 
of different sections of the city and the sort 
of people the population represents. 

This information will be of great value 
to business men. They are beginning to use 
scientific methods more than people realize. 
The information that business men can get 
from a really accurate census of Chicago 
will be of the greatest aid in planning a 
selling campaign in the city and acquainting 
them with the conditions they will meet. 


New York Plan Too Costly. 


“The plan of reducing the size of the enu- 

meration district and getting away from the 
ward boundaries originated both in Chicago 
and New York. The New York plan was to 
make a separate enumeration of each block. 
This was all right, but too expensive: It 
would exhaust the entire appropriation for 
New York and Chicago. While I am not au- 
thorized to speak officially for the director in 
the matter, I feel almost certain that the 
plan of making forty acre districts will be 
adopted in New York and Chicago.“ 

Estimates at the census bureau at Wash- 
ington show thht Illinois will rank third in 
importance when it comes to the assignment 
of census enumerators. The state's require- 
ments are excéeded only by those of Penn- 
syivania and New York. 

Tllinois is to be allotted 3.900 enumerators. 
This is a substantial increase over the num- 
ber that served in 1900. At that time 3,400 
enumerators were sufficient to accomplish 
the job. 

Cook county alone will require 1,500 mem- 
bere of this force. The census supervisors 
for Illinois have all been appointed, and it 
will be possible now for them to proceed to 
the selection of enumerators according to 
the allotment the director of the census has 
just given out. 


Count Cities in Two Weeks. 

The actual work of the enumerators wit) 
begin on April 15 and last two weeks in cities 
and not over thirty, days in small towns and 
outlying districts. The transitory nature of 
city populations makes it imperative that 
the counting there be done with dispatch. 

Census enumerators will be assigned to 
their districts by supervisors, In certain 
districts they will be paid aceording to the 
number of individuals they enter on sched- 
ules, and in other districts a per diem rate.

DISPUTE ON OUSTING NEGROES 


Woodlawn. Residents Hear Con- 
flicting Views Voiced. 


* 


RACE PREJUDICE CHARGED. 


„ 
Meeting Finally Deeides to Form 
Branch of Protective Club. 


Residents of Woodlawn, meeting at 6512 
Cottage Grove avenue last night to discuss 
ways and means of preventing negroes from 
settling in their neighborhood, became in- 
volved in a heated argument over the general 
topic of race prejudice. Municipal Judge 
Fry was among those who took the floor 
against what he termed “ undesirables.” 

F. L. Goodheart presented a resolution 
condemning the encroachment of the negroes 
and suggested that the residents of the 
community work for separate schools for 
whites and blacks, but the resolution was 
tabled after a prolonged debate in which ora- 
tory and parllamentary law wrestied for 
supremacy. 

O, why must we prejudice ourselves 
against the negroes? spoke John P. Neeley 
with emotion. They clean our kitchens, 
they nurse our children; we have been their 
friend for 200 years; they are good citizens, 
and they help support the city. Why, O why, 
must we be bound by that old tyrant, preju- 
dice?’ . 

Business, Not Sentiment. 

Mr. Neeley was answered by H. T. Davis, 
president of the Hyde Park Portective club, 
who said it was not a question of sentiment 
with the property owners in Woodlawn so 
much as it was a matter of business. There- 
upon a dozen men arose to their feet and be- 
gan talking at once, some taking one side 
and some another. 

Mr. Goodheart, after Chairman Calhoun 
had brought the meeting to order, then read 
with emphasis his resolution. Ina twinkling 
a motion was made to table the resolution, 
and before the chairman had time to utter a 
word four or five motions had been put be- 
fore him. 

The man who proposed tabling the motion 
said it would in itself invite more negroes 
into the neighborhood, and objected to it also 
on the ground of discriminating against the 
negro in the matter of education. 

As soon as he had sat down a man atthe 
back of the hall sung out: 

„Mr. Chairman, ask that man if he would 
like to have his daughter marry a negro.’ 


Tabled by Close Vote. 


At length the chairman asked for a stand- 
ing vote on the question of tabling the reso- 
tution condemning the negro, and after a 
count had been made the motion was de- 
clared tabled by a close vote. 

Judge Fry, in addressing the meeting. said: 

I have lived in the neighborhood for a 
number of years and I have been able to 
see improvements in every way. I believe 
we should protect ourselves by organization 
and ald each other as much as wecan. By 
doing so we can keep out what Roosevelt 
has termed ‘undesirable’ citizens, and I 
understand we have quite a few of them in 
gur district.“ 

An organization was effected and was 
called District No. 1 of the Hyde Park Pro- 
tective Improvement club. William J. Cal- 
houn was elected president, P. L. Goodheart 
vice president, H. H. Dangler secretary, and 
Louis F. Spidel treasurer. 


ONE BIG UNION FOR LAKE MEN. 


Organized Labor Planning for Biggest

Many women hawe families dependent 
upon them ahd they should be allowed to 
work overtime if they wish and receive prop- 
er compensation for so doing.” 


Gays Law Is in Woman's Interest. 

Assistant State's Attorney Hoffheimer ar- 
gued that the measure was enacted by the 
legislature as a protection to the women of 
the state and in the interest of their health. 

“This law was passed for the purpose of 
protecting women against employers who in- 
sist on working their women employés more 
than ten hours a day,” said ne. It is basea

Concrete Too Shallow Is Charge.

Although Illinois might be considered young 
pistorically, eight scenes which are real 
thrillers have been prepared for the three day 

3 day celebration the Evanstonians 
gre planning. The entertainment, which is 
to de given on Northwestern university cam- 
pus on Oct. 7, 8, and 9, has the university's 
settlement house for its beneficiary, and is to 
be one of the big charity events of the year.

Originally it was the intention to draw 
trom all American history for the book ot the 
pageant—which Thomas Wood Stevens is 
writing—but Evanstonians are patriotic, and 
it has been decided to make Illinois the his- 
torical center of the story around which the 
action revolves. 

From the viewpoint of the ages not many 
years have elapsed since Illinois was a prai- 
rie, and so for the eight scenes every shred 
of legend, tradition, and authentic history 
bas been utiliized, ‘‘ and the spectacle prom- 
ises to revive many a curious and fantastic 

custom of pioneer days when the war cry 
sounded where street cars now clang and the 
gmoke of the campfire was the only violator 
of the smoke ordinance,” to quote an en- 
thusiast. 


Will Dramatize Hlinois History. 

The eight scenes will be dramatized inci- 
gents chosen from the crucial points of IIIi- 
nois history, and the actors and actresses, 
g00 of them, will include university students, 
art students, Evansten. society maids, mat- 
rons and men, and the Donald Robertson 
players, who will assume the leading roles. 
The periods as a whole will be woven into a 
connected story by a series of prologues 
spoken in the persen of the old Indian chief, 
White Cloud, to be impersonated by Mr. 
Robertson, 

When the spectators arrive the only visible 
portion of the promised entertainment will 
be the natural setting of the grove. Pres- 
ently from its shadows will be heard a slow 
measured chant which will embody several 

ancient Indian tunes. The music draws 
mearer and closes with drums. Lights begin 
to appear throughout the grove and White 
Cloud appears suddenly, stepping in the 
arena to invoke a Manitou to bring before 
him the long tradition of his land. 

No sooner has the old chief's plea died 
away than the campfires of the Pottawato- 

mies blaze out and the scene is at once filled 
with the chanting of the tribesmen observing 
their annual corn dance. While the warriors 
‘dance the squaws bring in the harvest. Mes- 
sengers appear. bearing the calumet, or pipe 


of peace, from other tribes in token that all 


the western tribes are banded together in 
peace against the common foe, the Miamas, 
who dwell east toward the Wabash. 


Great Sachem and Pere Marquette. 

The great sachem, chief of the Lilinois, ar- 
rives as the peace bearer of his own tribe, 
and following him comes a messenger bring- 
ing word of the approach of Blackgown, 
Pére Marquette. The scene closes with the 
arrival of the Jesuit missionary who enters 
the scene, the single black figure in the 
group of gaudy warriors. 

The second scene covers the period about 
16%. The sachem welcomes the explorers, 
Marquette and Joliet, asking for weapons 
and ammunition for warfare against the 
Miamas. Marquette refuses, preaching the 
Fospel of peace instead, and raises the cross 

im token of his religion. Joliet, restless for 
further adventure, leaves Marquette with 
the hospitable Illinois, and the scene closes. 

White Cloud enters before the next scene 
to tell of Marquette, his character and his 
death in the wilderness. Tonty, a soldier of 
fortune in the service of La Salle, dominates 
the opening of the third scene. He arrives 
and awaits the coming of La Salle and Hen- 
nepin, who are to bring his future bride. An 
Indian girl approaches and warns him of a 
plot among La Salle’s followers and of the 
treachery of Monso, who is inspired by La 
Salle’s brother, the abbé cavelier, to bring 
the expedition to mutiny. La Salle comes, 
frustrates the troublous brother's plans, und, 
seizing the land in the name of Louis XIV., 


a starts for the Mississippi, driving the pion- 


eers before him. 


Pontiac and His Conspiracy. 

Pontiac, endeavoring to persuade the In- 
dians to join him im his attack on the Eng- 
lish, opens scene four. Just as success 
crowns his efforts and the war song rings 
through the forest, a French messenger ap- 
pears, telling him of the declaration of peace 
between the French and English, and the 
council breaks up, Jeaving Pontiac defiant 
but alone with his empty brandy barrel. The 
death of Pontiac and the vengeance it brought 
is the cause of White Cloud’s next oration. 

An English garrison, stationed at the vil- 
lage of Kaskaskia, brings.a change of scene, 
with French and English settlers gathering 
for a ball to be given by the English com- 
Mandant. English soldiers scoff at the ru- 
mors of alarm or danger from American 
troops, and proceed with the ball. George 
Rogers Clark and his handful of soldiers 
surround the merrymakers, drive the Eng- 
lish soldiers away as their prisoners, while 
the French go on with the dance. This isa 
bit of the detail which reverts to tradition. 
Modern historians believe it to be myth, but 
older writers held it was Clark’s capture at 
Kaskaskia and his ability to hold it until the 
close of the war of the revolution which se- 
cured for the United States the territory west

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METHODISTS ADOPT NEW RULE 


Preachers to Pay for Entertain- 
ment at Annual Conference. 


3 BISHOPS WILL BE THERE. 


Changes to Be Made in Pastors of Se v- 
eral Chicago Churches. 


Arrangements are now complete for the 
holding of the seventieth session of the Rock 
River annual conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, which will be held in Court 
Street church, Rockford, Sept. 28-Oct. 5. 
The territory embraced within the bounds 
of the conference are the three Chicago dis- 
tricts and the Rockford, the Dixon, and the 
Joliet districts. Three bishops and nearly 
350 ministers will be in attendance. Bishop 
Daniel A. Goodsell, New York, will preside, 

The Rev. Frank D. Sheets is pastor of the 
church in which the conference is to be held. 
The conference has met eight times at Rock- 
ford. The first time in 1849 and the last time 
in 1899. Pastor Sheets, in the printed notices 
which he has just sent to all the ministers, 
announces that Rockford has a population of 
50,000; manufacturing plants, 350; public 
schools, 19; colleges, 3; churches, 32; and no 
sa loons. 


Ministers to Pay for Board. 


This is the first time in the history of the 
conference that the ministers will pay for 
their board and entertainment in hotels and 
residences that are opened to them. This 
course is the result of the vote of the con- 
ference itself and not because the people of 
Rockford are lacking in hospitality. 
fact, some of the families insist on opening 
their homes this year without accepting any 
fee, especially to the superannuated minis- 
ters and to those who are not favored with 
sufficiently large salaries to make self-enter- 
tainment no embarrassment. 

„ Unusual efforts will be made by Court 
Street church to provide every facility for 
the transaction of the business of the con- 
ference,” said Pastor Sheets. The con- 
ference will not be asked to take its usual 
collection for expenses, which in the past 


has cost some ministers as high as $5 each. | 


This expense will be met by the Court Street 
church. Special telephone, telegraph, and 
press accommodations will be provided, and 
other conveniences not hitherto made by 
churches entertaining the conference.“

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IN TAXABLE VALUE 


Chicago and County Assess- 


ment Lists Show Big In- 
crease Ovar Last Year. 


LEVY SOON TO BE MADE. 


Cut of 40 Per Cent in Rate Will 
Bring Increase in Revenue 
of $1,500,000. 


Cook county contains exactly $2,487,656,231 
of taxable property, real and personal com- 
bined, according to the valuations fixed by 
the board of review. Their work of the last 
three and one-half months was concluded 
yesterday and the books were turned over to 
the county clerk, who will figure out the tax 
rate. This is an increase of $102,702,761 over 
last year. 

As it has been decided by Attorney General 
Stead that the tax shall be levied on the one- 
third instead of the one-fifth valuation this 
year, according to the amendment to the 
revenue law passed by the last legislature, 
the taxpayers of Cook county will be called 
upon to pay upon an assessed valuation of 
$812,552,077 instead of $487,531,246, which 
would have been the assessed valuation had 
the old law remained in effect. 

Despite the increase in assessed valuation, 
and notwithstanding the fact that the full 
value of all property is over $102,000,000 
greater than last year, the increase in the 
revenue for the county will only be about 
$1,500,000. This is due to the fact that the 
new law, while providing for an increase in 
the assessed valuation from one-fifth to one- 
third, reduces the tax rate by 40 per cent, 
which practically offsets the difference in 
valuation. Therefore, the increase in reve- 
nue will come solely from the excess of prop- 
erty which the board of review found over 
last year—namely: the $102,000,000. 


Realty Value Is 61,891,887, 918. 

The last of the totals on real estate in the 
county was made yesterday, and shortly 
before noon the books were formally turned 
over to the county clerk. The figures show 
that the full value of real estate in the 
county as fixed by the board of review for 
1900 is $1,891,557,318, as compared with the 
board of review’s figures for last year of 
$1,851,837,920, which shows an increase of 
$39,719,398. The personal property figures. 
which were finished on Friday, showed an 
increase in the full value of the persona] 
property in the county of $62,983,363. 

The board of review's figures on real estate 
for the county show a slight decrease over 
the valuation of the assessors, the latter's 
full valuation of the real estate having been 
$1,903, 896,400, as compared with $1,891,557,318 
by the board of review, the difference being 
812.339.082. The only comparisons that can 
be made in the figures this year deal with 
full valuations, as the board of assessors’ 
figures were made up before the new one- 
third valuation law went into effect, and 
therefore all their assessed valuations are 
figured on the basis of one-fifth. Therefore 
the follewing tables showing the real estate 
valuations for the various towns give the full 
valuation, and to obtain the assessed value 
the 1908 board of review and the 1909 
assessors’ figures must be divided by 
five, while the 1908 board of review figures 
will have to be divided by three.

NUMBERING PLAN AT AN END 


| Education in Carrying Explosives De- 


creases Losses. 


A reorganzation of the executive officers of 
the Atchison, Topeka’ and Santa Fe railway 
system has been determined upon by the di- 
rectors and will become effectve on Oct. 1. 
After thlt date two new vice presidents wil 
be added to the organization by the promo- 
tion of W. B. Storey Jr., now chief engineer, 
and W. E. Hodges, general purchasing agent. 
The present system of designating vice pres- 
idents as second, third, and fourth will be 
discontinued. There has been no first vice 
president for several years since the resig- 
nation of E. D. Kenna. 

Under the new plan of organisation the va- 


rlous vice presidents will be distinguished by 


the department over which they have juris- 


diction. J. W. Kendrick, dt present second 


vice president, is in charge of the operating 
department, who gets the trains over the 
road and handles the equipment. George T. 
Nicholson, third vice president, is in charge 
of the traffic department, with jurisdiction 
over rates and the getting of business for the 


road. W. B. Jansen, fourth vice President, 
acts as genera) assistant to President Rip- 


ley. 

The new vice presidents are both Chicago 
men. Mr. Storey will be jm charge off@on- 
struction and Mr. Hodges of purchasing and 


stores. Mr. Storey will thus have jurisdic- 
tlon over some of the work previously han- 


dled by the general managers, while being 


relleved of some of the maintenance work. 
While no official announcement has yet been 
made, it ls probable that other appointments 
will be made before the first of the month, 
such as a chief engineer to succeed Mr. 
Storey and a general purchasing agent, to be 
selected from the two present purchasing 
agents or the four assistant purchasing 
agents. 


Discontinue System of Numbering: 


In discontinuing the practice of numbering 
its vice presidents the Santa F is following 
the example set a few years ago by the New 
York Central lines and the Northwestern, 
which now have vice presidents in charge of 
accounting, operation, traffic, construction, 
etc., with no title indicating the superiority 
of one over another. The Pennsylvania still 
retains the numbering system and has five 
vice presidents for the Pennsylvania railroad 
and four for the lines west of Pittsburg. The 
Santa Fé changes were decided upon at the 
meeting of the directors in New York on 
Thursday. 

William Benson Storey Jr. began his rail- 
way service in 1877 at the age of 20 as axman 
for the Southern Pacific railway, but after 
a year left to attend the University of Call- 
fornia, where he was graduated in 1881. He 
then returned to the Southern Pacific and 
served as rodman, levelman, transitman, and 
assistant engineer until 1893. For two years 
he was an assistant engineer with the United 
States Hydraulic Mining commission and in 
1896 became chief engineer and general su- 
perintendent of the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley railway. In 1900. after this 
road was acquired by the Santa Fe, he was 
appointed chief engineer of the Santa Fé 
railway at Topeka, and in 1906 was made 
chief engineer of the entire system, with 
headquarters in Chicago. a 

Walter Edward Hodges began his railway 
service in 1881 as a clerk in the general su- 
perintendent’s office of the Burlington and in 
1889 became assistant to the general manager. 
He was then for a year traffic manager for 
Fraser & Chalmers, Chicago, and in 1896 
was appointed private secretary to President 
Ripley of the Santa Fé. He has held the posi- 
tion of general purchasing agent since 1897. 


Rules for Carrying Explosives. 

James L. Taylor, special agent of the bu- 
reau of explosives of the American Railway 
association, has just returned from a four 
months’ trip through the west during which 
time he has been lecturing before meetings 
of railway men and shippers on the new rules 
for the transportation of explosives which 
have been adopted by the association and 
recommended by the interstate commerce 
commission. As illustrating the remarkable 
saving of lives and property which has been 
brought about by the enforcement of these 
rules and the campaign of education con- 
ducted by the agents of the bureau, he cited 
figures showing that in 1907 the railroads 
paid out $600,000 for losses and damage 
caused by explosives in course of shipment. 
In 1908, the first year during which the rules 
have been in force and during which the bu- 
reau conducted its campaign of education in 
the handling of explosives, these figures had 
been reduced to $100,000, and during the first 
six months of 1909 the total has been brought 
down to $10,000. 


Will Not Electrify Road. 


In a letter to the Railroad Age-Gazette 
Benjamin McKeen, general manager of the 
Vandalia railroad, says that there is no foun- 
dation for the report that this road is con- 
templating the electrification of its line be- 
tween Loganspsort and South Bend, Ind. 

The general freight department of the Chi- 
cago Great Western railway has been re- 
moved from St. Paul to the Harvester build- 
ing, Chicago, and W. E. Pinckney, general 
freight agent, will hereafter be located here. 
The department is under the jurisdiction of 
Joseph W. Blabon, vice president in charge 
of traffic.

RULES 400,000,000 


Little Pu Yi Goes Through the 
Farcical Performance of 
Being a Monarch. 


DOWAGER EMPRESS BOSS. 


Chief of the 3,000 Eunuchs of 
the Forbidden City the Great 
. Financial Power of Empire. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER. 

PEKING, Aug. 12.—Under the shadow of 
the Pink Forbidden City, so near its yellow 
palaces that I can almost hear the almond- 
eyed nurses singing their lullabies, I writeof 
little Pu Yi, the baby ruler of China. of 
all the children on earth he ranks first in im- 
portance. He has under hima country larger 
than Europe, and bis subjects are one-fourth 
of mankind. They worship him as heaven's 
own son, and from now on the oldest and 
highest officials will remain on their kneesin 
his presence. He is so holy that the housein 
which he was born has been given up by his 
parents, and according to custom it an be 
used only as a temple hereafter. 

Little Pu Yi is too sacred for his own 
mother to have charge of him. He has been 
taken away from her and given over to the 
care of the new empress dowager, that is, to 
the wife of Kwang Su, who died last Novem- 
ber. His real mother cannot enter the palace 
except by permission, and the only way she 
can see her own baby is by calling upon the 
dowager and asking to have him brought 
into her presence. If the dowager consents 
the eunuchs will carry the message to the 
imperial nurses and they will trot in Pu TI. 

Iam told that his majesty cried much won 
his accession. He was then 3 years old, as 
the Chinese reckon such things. He Was only 
@ years by our accounting, and like most 
Manchu children of that age, was still being 
nursed by his mother. When they tore him 
away he howled like a young satyr, and the 
eunuchs and other palace officials were in 
despair. They published a notice asking for 
twenty-five Manchu wet'nurses. These were 
straightway brought to the palace. They 
were examined as to their age, beauty, and 
bealth by the imperial physicians, and asa 
result the emperor's cries were soon drowned 
in milk. 

How Pu Yi Gets His Job. 

But let me tell you how little Pu Ti comes 
to be ruler of this great Chinese empire. I 
all him Pu Yi, although since his accession 
his name has been changed to the more digni- 
fied imperial title, Hsuan Tung. But Pu Yi 
is more baby like, and it brings us closer to 
the little one as heis. It is the name he re- 
eelved from his parents. It was his milk 
mame given just a month after birth. Before 
that he was known as the little one and as 
„ baby or darling.“ At the age of one 
month his head was shaved and he was 
known as Pu Yi. The hair has since grown 
and it is now braided in four long plaits which 
2 out like tails on the different sides of 


The Yi, or the last part of the name, is 
that which distinguishes him from the other 
children of the same generation of the im- 
Perial family. According to precedent and 


the unwritten law of the country emperors’> 


should run in one long uninterrupted succes- 
sion from father to son. If there are no sons, 
the children of other princes are adopted to 
take their places, and this is the case with 
Pu Yi. Kwang Su had no children, 80 just 
before dying the great empress dowager sent 
out an edict that Pu Yi should be regarded 
as the adopted son of Kwang Su and heir 
to the throne. This was done, notwithstand- 
fng Prince Chun, little Pu Yi’ father, who 
Was the brother of the emperor, Kwang Zu. 
Was still living, and that in any other coun- 
try he would have been Kwang Su's succes- 
gor. The baby emperor is thus really the 


nephew of the last emperor, but he is his son 
“by adoption. 


Pu Yi is the great-grandson of the Emperor 
Tao Kwang, who ruled China from 1821 to 
1850 His grandfather by adoption was Em. 
peror Hsien Feng, who married the great 
empress dowager, of whom Pu Yi in his 
edicts now spealge of as his holy grand- 
mother.“ 

How Pu Ti Was Crowned. 

I was in Peking when Pu Ti was crowned. 
The ceremonies took place inside the Pink 
Forbidden City, and only the highest officials 
of China were present. The baby was 
brought forth and made to go through the 
rites fixed for the occasion. Some of the re- 
quirements he could only perform by proxy, 
but word was sent out over the country giv- 
ing his imperial actions, and according to the 
publications he acted as a young man rather 
than a baby. He was really carried into the 
throneroom in the arms of his father, Prince 
Chun, who had already been made the im- 
perial regent. I am told he cried when he 
came in, and that his father quieted him by 
promising to buy him a pony. 

The officials wore their gorgeous court 
@Gresses. The new empress dowager was on 
the throne, and, according to the Peking Ga- 
gette, the baby emperor got down before her 
and made three kneelings and nine prostra- 
tions. The officials also kneeled when they 
asked his majesty to accept the throne, 
and after a lot of other flubdubbery they 
placed him on “the jeweled seat with his 
face to the south.” Ifthe regular ceremonies 
were carried out as is asserted this little 2 
year old monarch then changed his clothes 
a half dozen times, and at the end put on 
gomber garments as a sign of his grief for the 
deaths of Kwang Su and the great dowager. 


Golden Phenix. 

All that I saw of the crowning was from 
the gate of Chien Men, on the top of the 
Wall, opposite the tower which rises above 
the gate of the Forbidden City. I was sev- 
-@ral hundred feet away, but I could see the 
Sorgeous officials come out of the palace and 
Stand under that tower waiting for the proc-

SPY TALK ALARMS FRANCE 


Foreign Secret Service Men Seen 
in Every Shadow. 


WOMEN AIDS FOR GERMANS. 


Crafty Major Known as Leopoldus“ 
Leading Ferret for Kaiser. 


[SY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Sept. 11.—France is suffering from 
an acute attack of “‘spyonitis,” as a high 
German official talking about the English 
fever recently labeled that phenomena. Since 
the last fortnight the French officials have 
seen a German spy in every shadow. | 

The newspapers have worked up the peo- 
ple into what would be a frenzy of fear if 
the people were not already destitute of all 
faith in the army and government. 

It was admitted during the naval debate 
im the chamber of deputies six weeks ago 
that a cannon was stolen from a warship. 
It is now certain that a machine gun Was 
carried off from the ¢amp at Chalons last 
week and has found its way to Germany. 

If an enemy can walk away with a cannon 
from the midst of an army camp, it is argued 
how can it possibly be hoped that plans of 
forts and harbor mines and other military 
secrets are safe. 

Gen. Bran, the minister of war, has sent 
out to the generals commanding the army 
corps and the military governors of Paris and 
Lyons a circular, in view of the recent in- 
cidents,” to guard the secret documents and 
military apparatus in their care. 


Says Country Is Full of Spies. 

Gen. Durand, commander in chief of the 
sixth army corps of Chalons, declares the 
country is full of spies. 

“They are all about us, and it is now 
as it was just before 1870,“ he said. “ Close 
by us here is a spy pretending to be a shep- 
herd Others are farm hands, and still oth- 
ers tramps. German women are constantly 
getaling between Mets and Strassbourg and 
Nancy and Chalons. 

„ notice that while on inspection my 
motor is followed by German officers in their 
motors.” 

This astonishing confession ig evidently a 
panic utterance, but undoubtedly it is the 
case that a considerable traffic in military 
secrets goes on over the border at this mo- 
ment. There are in prison at Rheims six 
spies caught in the act of collecting in- 
formation for the Germans. Two of these 
are women. 

The center of the German secret service 
activity is at Metz. The work is believed 
to be under the direction of a certain Paul 
Leopoldus, whose real name is Maj. von 
Rock of the Bighth Favorians. 

He is described as a rather corpulent man 
with a big red mustache and an apparently 
jovial disposition, which is said to be only 
a stock in trade in his crafty espionage, 


Methods Have Become Known, 

A good deal hes been learned about Leo- 
poldus and his methods. His principal assist- 
ants are said to number twenty, It appears 
that some of his employés have now betrayed 
Mm. 

That his operations, which were so exten- 
sive and bold, remained unsuspected for a 
year, testifies to the inefficiency of the French 

secret service. 

It ie declared the German police on the 
frontier railway stations have orders to in- 
terest themselves in young men passing out 
of France on the chance that they may be 
deserters. One frontier policeman, named 
Wreibell, has recruited in his corps of spies 
a number of his most valuable men in this 


way.

Girl Considered Letter Slander. 

To one whose personal charms and recom- 
mendations made a special impression on 
Herr and Frau Schack, the politician ad- 
dressed a somewhat amorous letter assuring 
her ‘enthusiastically of her ideal capacities 
for the position, Herr Schack’s communica- 
tion ¢ontained allusions to the role the young 
woman would be expected to play in the do- 
mestic life of the Schack family, which she 
regarded as slauder and, through relatives, 
the letter found its way into the hands of 
the Berliner Tageblatt, the leading organ of 
powerful Jewish interests. 

The result was an aggressive campaign 
against Schack and a stentorian demand tor 
his immediate retirement from the various 
semi-public positions he fills. 

Herr Schack issued an open letter in his 
own defense saying the young woman en- 
tirely misconstrued the letter. As evidence of 
h.s own innocence Herr Schack says he in- 
tends asking the state’s attorney to insti- 
tute libel proceedings against him so he can 
have a chance of clearing himself in a court 
of law of the innuendos leveled against him.

Von Bock has worked out a number of novel- 
ties in this year’s sham campaign which will 
be conducted on a warlike“ basis which will 
establish a record. A supreme innovation 
will be supplied by a Gross military airenip. 
A dirigible baloon has never yet taken part 
in the German maneuvers and it is to have 
a chance to prove the claim of the aerial 
navigation school of Zeppelin, Gross and Par- 
seval that airships are destined at an early 
Gate to supersede the cavalry for reconnol- 
tering purposes. 


Airship Assigned to Weaker Army. 

The Gross airship which has been assigned 
to service in next weeks fighting will be 
attached to the weakerarmy. Experts figure 
it will perform the work of an entire cavalry 
division and far outdo such a body for speedy 
reporting.

He has 
committed all’ sorts of extortions and has 
made a great fortune by squeezing the offi- 
clals who, through him, got the ear of the old 
empress dowager. It is sure that he is now 
a man of enormous wealth. Indeed, he had 
so much money in the Chinese banks of Pe- 
king that he created a panic when the old 
empress died by saying that he was going to 
withdraw his deposits. 

A half dozen banks then failed on this ac- 
count. This man's name is Li Lien Ying, or, 
as he is sometimes called, Pi-Tsiau-Li, 0¹ 
Cobbler LI.“ because he is the son of a 
cobbler of Tung Chow, about fourteen miles 
from Peking. Li was taken into the palace 
as a boy and grew up under the empress 
dowager. 

New Empress Dowager. 

But before I go further let me tell you 
something about the new empress dowager, 
the woman whom Pu Yi from now on must 
regard as his mother, and to whom, during 
his childhood, he must be subservient. She 
is the late empress of China, the wife of 
Kwang Su, who died last November. She is 
the niece of the old empress dowager, and 
was first cousin of the late emperor, whom 
she married little more than twenty years 
ago. Her father was Duke Chow, a noble 
Manchu, and her mother a Manchu lady. 1 
was in Peking at the time of her marriage, 
and saw the carts containing the girls from 
whom she was chosen on their way to the 
palace. According to law, the emperor of 
China can marry none but a full blooded 
Manchu. It is also provided that when he 
reaches marriageable age all the daughters 
of the Manchu nobility between 12 and 18 are 
to go to the palace in order that they may be 
looked over by the empress dowager and the 
best ones selected for the imperial consorts.

Gives Chicago Destinations and

Twenty-eighth Installment of a 9 of a 
47,000 Mile Journey

MONDAY.—Up at 5:30 and in the dark, I 
started for the train. Already the Chinese 
and native venders are abroad, trudging 
along with their great burdens suspended 
from each end of a bamboo pole, carried over 
their shoulders. Most of them are carrying 
foodstuffs, either gardeners or traveling 
eating houses. Their eatables are carried in 
gayly painted boxes with drawers and com- 
partments. Sometimes the ‘“ proprietor ’’ 
goes in front. making a noise wih some metal 
object, his coolie carrying the lunch counter. 

Likewise the coolieMs a hay wagon. Every- 
where you see them cutting grass with a 
short, curved knife and carefully piling it up 
in two bamboo or cane frames, which, when 
loaded, they set out to sell. And the canals, 
as always, even at this early hour, were full 
of bathers and men washing off their horses, 
and women and men washing clothes. 

Damp, heavy morning, with a thick mist 
on the great Konigsplein, a large open space 
with a racetrack and cow pasture, in tha 

center of the Weltervreden. Got my ticket 
of a Chinese ticket seller. Halt of the passen- 
gers are Chinese. 


Off on Hot, Weary Trip. 

The stationmaster pounds a bell once— 
that means warning then, one minute 
later, three times. Then the conductor, a 
Javanete, blows his whistle, the engineer 
blows his, and we are off. 

Well, not much is to be said of the ride. 
It is through a thickly settled country; rice 
fields, bamboo houses, palm trees, etc., all 
green, wet, and hot. 

The air at Buftenzorg seems less dense 
than at Batavia. After breakfast at the 
Hotel Bellevue and a look at the densely 
wooded four coned volcano Salak, about 
thirty miles away, across a beautiful inter- 
vening valley, with a rushing river at one’s 
feet, I set off to keep my hour with the gov- 
ernor general, His palace is in the center 
of the world renowned botanical garden. 

I was received by his aid and, after a 
few moments, was conducted into his pres- 
ence. I found him a big, fat, jolly Dutch- 


man. I explained my wants, etc., and he 


said he would do it—that is, give me a gen- 
eral letter io all the residents,“ or lower 
officials in charge of the islands. 


War Rages for Thirty-five Years. 


Then I had a long talk with two of bis 


mids. One had recently returned with an 
ugly spear wound in his breast from the 
Achinese war, which has been going on in 
northern Sumatra for about thirty-five years. 
RK is an ugly war and has cost the Dutch 
0,000 000, but they want the northern end 
of Sumatra and dare not giveup. The Dutch 
claim that their war is not one of decima- 
tion but of pacification. 

1 dustled back to the hotel for Mej. Brows. 
who head preceded me, and we spent two 
hours in the famous garden. It is really 
besutiful. But there is no decent guide: it 
Was beastly hot, I had on hot clothes, and 
we fairly staggered. 

We succeeded in locating many famous 
trees, but there are many others we wanted 
to see but could not find. One especially 
interested me, the papyrus, which I did 
not see in Egypt. The great ponds of lotus 
are exceedingly beautiful. The nux vomica 
tree, from which strychnine is obtained, 
smelled like a drug store. The Canaria ave- 
nue is impressive, as are a great herd of 


tame deer. 


We lunched at 2 o'clock, walked through 
the native bazaar, and at 4 o'clock I left 
Yor Batavia. The cars arereally clean. And 
here I am, back at the Hotel des Indes. It 
seems like home. 


Batavia Houses Big and Roomy. 

Tuesday.—It is as hard to get out of Bata- 
via as it was out of India. And Batavia is 
not so big, but it covers a mighty lot of 
ground. This end is like a great semi-open 
park—big, white houses of one story, with 
Doric columns and verandas and broad ex- 
panses of marble floors, and wide and spa- 


dous grounds, with big trees and flowers. 
Even many of the stores are set far back 


from the street in individual grounds. 

The theory is that nobody walks. Thecom- 
mon trap is a dos-a-dos, called sado.“ It 
is a beastly affair and no cheaper than a 
two wheeler in London. It is drawn by a 
diminutive native horse with harness pieced 
out by native twine. 

The driver, when he has no fare, sits. on 
his legs in the middle of a square, double 
cushion. You climb into this low two wheel- 
er by a step at the back. If you are big 
and fat the pony has to bear down hard or 
you will lift him off his feet. The driver 
unfolds his feet and puts them in front of 
him,-while you put yours on a platform be- 
hind. You thus share the cushion, but if 
you insist the driver (Javanese, of course) 
will put a padded crossbar between you. 


Drivers an Interesting Lot. 
The sado is faster than a bullock cart but 


not so comfortablé—tf your cart has plenty of 
hay. When you want to stop you poke the 


driver in the ribs and he makes a smacking 
noise with his lips by inhalation. The same 


— . * 5 = * i * 
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noise is also used by aR servants here at the 
Fotel to call attention to another servant, 
The driver doesn't understand English and 


I don’t understand lay, but that doesn't 
make any difference-to him. He starts off 
at a jump out of the hotel compound, and 
it is immaterial to him or his tiny Javanese 
pony whether he turns to the right or to the 


left. But on you fly 

The fact that the . doesn't understand 
your destination is a matter of supreme in- 
difference to him. He likes to drive fast. 


Today I said to my driver, G0 to the 
Annex.“ Off he went for a mile or 30 and 
halte& in front of a |Sarong shap, in Tenah 


Abang. Then I said, To the Masonic Tem- 


ple,“ and off we went; this time we landed 
at a club.

Gets Fine Collection Together. 

Sundey.—Day by day I have added to my 
collection. And I have ready for shipment: 
tomorrow a fine collection which fills ning 
big boxes and three packages. 

My interpreter has been a young Chineke; 
as I found it impossible to get a native who 
could speak English. This work has taken 
me into many Chinese, Malay, and Chinese- 
Javanese houses. The Chinese of Batavia 
are most interesting. They do much of the 
business of the country and for a long time 
have intermarried.with the Javanese. The 
result of the mixture is interesting. 

You see many a woman who puzzles you. 
She looks like China, but she is not; she has 
the dress of the native, chews betel, or rath- 
er tobaceo, for“ fine cut tobacco is the big 
basis of the quld bere. Her mouth is te- 
pulsive, consequently,’ but she seems to be 
a much respected member of the household, 

The half Chinese is a Chinese—he wears his 
head shaved and has his pigtail, wears wide 
ellk trousers and a loose coat. He is suave 
and polite and always ready for business. 


He speaks Malay, but has his little Chinese 


shrine. I have heard little or no Chinese 
spoken in Batavia. Curiously, the half blood 
man preserves his Chinese features better 
than the half blood woman. Their houses 
are big and roomy and, compared to those of 
the natives, clean. Their furniture fs of» 
Chinese style, made in Java, and generally 
by Chinese. | 

I spent much time th a sarong factory | in 
Tenah Abang. The proprietor is the father 
of my interpreter and the laborers are Sun- 
danese. ‘The manufacture of the sarong 
or native dress is a most interesting protess, 
and I have studied it in every detail! and 
have obtained complete sets of tools used in 
the process, 


Dirty Rooms Behind “Factory.” 

In the front of the factory are the sales- 
room and living rooms of the Chinese. A dirty 
passageway leads to the rear, past great dye- 
ing vats and big tubsiof dye stuffs. Then a 
large dirty room with many frames for drying 
the cloths and eight charcoal fires, by the side | 
of each of whichis a workman. 

Over the fire is a large metal pan with 
molten wax. and at one side a large, slightly 
sloping table with a padded top. On this he 
spreads the cloth and applies the copper 
stamp with its wax. They are rapid at it and 
dexterous and quiet. In a similar sized room 
just beyond this work eight women. They 
are not quiet, chattering all the time. 

Their earth floor is damp and moldy. The | 
room is poorly lighted and smoky and by their 
side are the stalls for the Chinaman's three 
horses. It seems strange that such nice work 
could come from such‘ unlovely quarters 
damp and wet! They work as fast as the

Each bucket has 
a long wooden spout, which ends in a tiny 
sprinkler. The carials are always interest- 
ing, for, besides the bathers; there are barges, 
sampans, bamboo rafts, etc., laden with 
produce, earthenware, loam, etc. 

The street peddlers are most interesting. 
Natives peddle fruits and sweets, etc.; Arabs 
and Indians their wares. 


Life of Streets a Passing Show. 


The life of the streets is a constant show— 
here they cook, eat, buy and sell. In front of 
a big Chinese house in old Batavia is a na- 
tive vender of knives and crises. He is often 
asleep as I go by. The state pawn shops are 
always crowded. At the auctions a few Chi- 
nese buy nine-tenths of the unredeemed 
pledges—sarongs,. Jewelry, crises, etc. The 
market at Tenah Abang is a crowded, dirty, 
busy mart; on Sunday afternoons it is largely 
given over to gambling. 

The steam tram which runs along in front 
of the hotel seems out of place; it is slow 
enough, but its bells clatter like an old Cot- 
tage Grove avenue grip. The people are quiet; 
no hilarity, no quarreling, no fighting; and 
not so nervous or solemn or gloomy as in 


Indla, but more of the happy-go-lucky sort; 


life iteelf is not so real or serious. Much bad 
and lightweight silver money abounds, some 
of it made in Singapore. Everywhere you 
hear the ring of the coin, testing it. I have 
a lovely lead florin. 

The Malay wedding is a twenty-four hours’ 
affair.

Apparatus Weighs Five Tons. 


When in the water the apparatus weighs 
five tons. It sinks to the upper floater. This 
carries 9 0 masts, four feet high, connected 
by wires which receive the Hertzian waves. 
They are fitted with electric lamps which 
light up when the waves reach them, thus 
showing to the operator that they have been 
received. They are directed afterwards so 
as to be invisible from the object towards 
which the torpedo is moving. 

When the torpedo was placed in the Seine 
Gabet went out in a motor boat, in which 
was an appartus for émitting the Hertzian 
waves, which resembled a miniature piano 
with ten notes. Gabet touched one of the 
keys and immediately the motor on the tor- 
pedo, which was twenty yards away, started. 


Under Control at All Times. 


By sending a Varying number of waves, he 
moved the rudder to right or left. He turned 
the torpedo sharply around in its own length 
and made it come towards him. In fact, his 
control was absolute. The waves caused by 
passing tugs and steamers did not seem to 
affect the machine. 

A speed of twenty knots an hour can be ob- 
tained. Gabet calculated at one to thirty the 
chances of interference by Hertzian waves 
from a warship. When the test is made at 
Havre, a war vessel will be present to test 
this point. M. Gabet placed the torpedo's 
range of action at five miles. He is building 
a small tower at Havre, from which the 
Hertzian waves will be sent out. 

M. Gabet said he had been working on the 
invention for seven years. The cost of each 
torpedo would be $8000, but he would not 
sell them under $14,000.

The wheat market turned weak yesterday 
after touching new high marks for this 
movement early in the day. Realizing was. 
heavy on the bulge, and the bull leaders were 
on the selling side. Armour sold September 
in large quantities and bought the Decem- 
ber. It was estimiated that brokers for this 
house changed about 2,000,000 bu this way, 
the difference on part of the spreads being 
6c.

General Trade Is Light. 


The general trade was not broad even to 
earry on the upward movement in prices, and 
as yet there is no clearly defined bull senti- 
ment. Several of the leading interests are 
Still supposedly on the bear side, and only 
the minor shorts have covered. Lamson, 
Marfield, Bartlett-Patten, and Clement-Cur- 
tis were on the selling side. Logan-Bryan 
and Harris-Winthrop picked up considerable 
wheat early. Liverpool closed „d higher. 
Manitoba wheats were offered more freely 
abroad, and English and continental spot 
markets were inclined to be easy as a result 
of continued liberal Russian and Danubian 
offerings. Broomhall’s Argentine agent es- 
timated the wheat acreage this year in that 
country at 11,275,000 acres, compared to 14,- 
982,000 acres a year ago.

It has been a subject of minor critical controversy whether it is Mr. Klein's 
indifference, his incapacity, or his lack of faith in the ultimate intelligence of the 
playgoing majority that interferes with his presenting a sane, plausible picture of 
lite. He is most frequently accused of being crude. That is the last characteristic 
we should attribute to Mr. Klein. His plays may be crude, but he, never. No play- 
wright has his finger so certainly on the pulse of the average theatergoer as he. 

He administers to the small desire for seriousness of purpose with solemnity 
of iheme, and then provides any quantity of dramatic indigestibles in counteraction. 
In “The Third Degree” he placards an interesting and important thesis—secret 
inquisition by the police—and at once gives it a bizarre treatment that takes away 
its general application and makes it a epecial and unusual case. Every one knows 
that police officials take unfair advantage of suspected criminals, but the emphasis 
of that injustice in The Third Degree is weakened because the extraordinary 
method of hypnotism is introduced merely for its dramatic affect. An incidental 
theme is the unselfishness and abnegation of a good woman, submitted reasonably, 
but developed abominably with an exhibition of melodramatic buncombe to be en- 
countered only in the theater. | 

There expedients indicate a lack of faith on Mr. Klein's part. He utilized them 
because he knows that his audience feels, but does not think. Perhaps he should 
pot be blamed for this, but certainly he should not sneet at Mr. Belasco. : 

We shall now modestly apprise Mr. Klein how “ The Third Degree” should have 
been written—though the large extent and the enthusiastic disposition of the audiences 
at the Illinois inspire suspicion, we confess, that he will not give our suggestion éeri- 
pus attention. The first scene is rather real—the dialogue between the desperate art 
collector and his drunken friend is crisp and natural, with am unobtrasive undercurrent 
of commendable philosophy.

Cohan Overcomes Two Besetting Faults. 


Mr. Cohan is to be felicitated upon his emergence from two of his besetting 


faults. In his previous musical comedy manifestations he has been guiliy of two 
pins: one of them was his tendency toward an offensive, ill-bred Tenderloin atmos- 
phere, in which blowsy wotlfem and fast men predominated; and the other was an 
insolent melodramatic carelessness that interfered with adult enjoyment of his out- 
put, In “The Man Who Owns Broadway,” a most forbidding title, he evades both, 
if by a narrow margin. If this change indicates a maturity of Mr. Cohan’s idea the 
play at present at the Colonial is doubly welcome. 

The scene is the same familiar point with which Mr. Cohan is best acquainted, 
the Longacre square apex from which tourists view the metropolis, but its scarlet 
hue is modified into a gentle pink. His New Yorkers this time are almost gentlemen 
and gentlewomen, something that has not often occurred to them to be before. This 
time, too, he adopts the sophisticated attitude of satirizging the episodes of his blood- 
end-thunder plot. This satire is obviously interpolated, but it removes the serious melo- 
dramatic curse which hampered recent products of his febrile brain. Popularity,” 
the play which New York and Nat Goodwin, for whom it was written, sneered at 
and declined, has now provided Mr. Cohap with two profitable musical enterprises; 
“The Talk of New York,” in which he submitted his melodrama seriously, and The 
Man Who Owns Broadway,” in which he makes fun of it, 

So he may say to Mr. Goodwin and New Tork: “TIT told you 80.“ There is 
no vivid, earthy character in “The Man Who Owns Broadway” like the “Unknown” 
in “Johnnie Jones,” but Mr. Hitchcock is there with the conventional comedy con- 
nected with his personality, which is ever effective, and there is a supply of quick, 
sidewalk repartee which meets the great demand for that sort of thing. Mr. Cohan 
is an important figure with Chicago theatergoers; they acclaimed him long before he 
could be seen on Broadway, and he has displayed his gratitude in the usual way, by 
traducing them in one of his plays, The American Idea,” which, in their simplicity, 
they accepted as a compliment. But he is forgiven if the improvement in his man- 
ners is permanent. For the fret time, perhaps, it is possible to recommend him as 
thoroughly polite. “The Man Who Owns Broadway” i smart, funny, and 
not vulgar, which is a great deal to say for a musical comedy by George M. Cohan

Audience the Hard Wotkers 


at Farce That's a Success. 


Farce loving audiences who go to the the- 
eater to witness a favorite production may 
not realize the fact, but fact it still remains, 
that, while to all appearances they\ ar 
merely sitting in their seats enjoying the 
“ show,” they are in reality working harder 
than those on the stage before them. 

In the glare of the calcium the actors are 
doing their part. They are distorting their 
features and tangling themselves into gro- 
tesque knots, both physically and mentally, 
for the benefit of those who have paid good 


money at the box office. And all the time 


subconsciously and unconsciously they are 
Working with all their might. That is, they 
are when the piece is a success. 

When an audience rests during & farce, 
that farce is a failure. 

In order that a play be a success, there 
must always be a bond of understanding be- 
tween audience and actor. Especially ie this 
true in the farce, where the situations are 
80 tangled and varied and follow each other 
in such rapid succession. The audience must 


be on to everything almost before it is 
been, and laughter that is involuntary and 


shows understanding and appreciation must 
be ready.

Clyde Fitch, the announcement of whose 
death in New York came as a shock and a 
surprise to the theatrical world had a many- 
angled personality. He has been described 
by some one who knew him well as “ the 
kindest man in the world—anéd the most un- 


| kind en occasions—with an almost inordinate 
-gense Of humor, which shone out the more 


clearly, against the éomber back- 
ground of infinite ‘capacity for pathos.” A 


playwright: ‘who loved his work; but who, 


nevertheless, would not have followed this 
vocation had there not been money in it. 
To quote Clyde Fitch himself: 

“ Most of this talk about art is rot. I love 
the theater aside from my business, believe 
in a national’ theater; and am glad to con- 
tribute to the Aniericah Grama, but I beg 
leave to assure the interested that I do not 
work for art’s sake alone. I write plays for— 
dollars!“ 

The expression “ tailor made play never 
failed: to arouse lively wrath on the part of 


the playwright. 


“The newspapers are always describing 
new pieces as tailor made plays,“ he would 
say. “Faugh! What an expression! I 
don t write tailor made — 


* My first aim ie Aware do make my char- 
acters do the. things they would do in ordi- 
nary life. I evolve a story. I never insist 
that my heroes or heroines shall do the 
things that the players engaged for these 

arts would like them to do. On the other 

d. I make the characters conduct them- 
selves as they logically would. Then I en- 
gage my cast accordingly, fitting each char- 
acter with the temperament best adapted to 
the role to be portrayed.” 

„ The theater, said Mr. Fitch at another 
time in a lecture delivered before the League 
“ts much like a 
family of girls and boys. You have a bru- 
nette drama and a blond farce, and then mu- 
sical comedy, so-called, as a sort of a red 
headed prodigy. The public must go tothe 
theater and create its own demand as a part 
of its social duty. If the good public doesn’t 
go, the bad public will The demand has 
much to do with the supply. ‘Just how great 

a power the theater may become isprimarily 
in the hands of the public. The reward or 
punishment lies in your own hands. You 
can come or you can stay away. If you let 
the theater stay in the hands of the licentious, 
that element will. get what it wants; and 
some of us who write plays will bave to ro- 
tire in seclusion.”

ken at the Quiet Corner, his Greenwich home.

WATCH THE WORK. 

The owners of property in a south side 
street which may be ordered paved have 
organized to see that if the work is done 
it shall not be done carelessly. That is, 
they intend to make sure that the money 
which they will have to hand over to the 
contractor will buy them a decent pave- 
ment, laid in strict accordance with speci- 
fications. — 

In theory the city sees to this. It is 
vigilant inspectors and see that it is prop- 
erly done.

William George Cavendish tinck, who 
was married to one of the twin daughters of 
‘Mrs. Maturin Livingston of New York, 3 
sister therefore of Mrs. Mills, was a 
great-grandson of the third duke, and @ gon 
of the Rt.

Lady Gregory, who has been engaged in a 
controversy with Lord Aberdeen, in connec 
tion with the attempt on the part of the vice- 
roy to interfere with her production of 
George Bernard Shaw's play, The Showing 
Up of Blanco Posnet,” at the Abbey, or Na- 
tional theater at Dublin, of which she is the 
manager, on the ground that it had been pro- 
hibited by the censor in Eugland, , is the 
widow of old Sir Willam Gregory, who be- 
came member of parliament for Dublin more 
than three score years ago, In the face of the 
opposition of Daniel O'Connell. 

Sir William was one of the most charming 
but wrongheaded men in London society. He 
held important offices under the crown, in- 
cluding the governorship of Ceylon, where, 
by the way, he entertained the king, as 
prince of Wales, in 1876, and enjoyed the 
friendship and regard of men as different as 
Peel, Disraeli, Palmerston; and Gladstone. 
But he attracted most attention by tis en- 
thusiastic advocacy, first of-all, of the con- 

aeracy during the civil war in this country, 
and secondly of Arabi and of the rebels dur- 
ing the Egyptian troubles in 1882. 

Indeed, he seemed to have a faculty of 
always being on the wrong side. In Ezypt 
particularly his openly avowed sympathy for 
the Arabists was & source of no end of trouble 
to the British authorities. For the natives, 
failing to realize that he was merely a retired 
official, imagined that his advocacy of their 
cause involved the cpproval and support of 
the English government, and it therefore 
neutralized most of the efforts made by the 
regular diplomatic agents, who were thereat 
the time, including Sir Edward Maket, after- 
wards ambassador at Berlin, and there is no 
doubt that Sir William was largely respon- 
sible for the troubles which culminated in the 


sequent occupation. 
— 

Sir William was the most delightful story 
teller and many of his anecdotes related to 
Lady Beaconsfield. She was always saying 
the most extraordinary things,and comment- 
ing one night at dinner, when she sat next to 
Sir William, on the darkness of the complex- 
ion of her illustrious husband’s face, she re- 
marked. I wish you could only see him in 
his bath. You would then know what 
white skin really is.” 

Sir William's memoirs are very amusing 
though they created a good deal of bad blood 
when they first appeared. Notably, the ver- 
sion which he gave of the manner in which 
the London Times had managed to secure the 
infermation that the English government 
had determined upon the repeal of the corn 
laws. Sir William declares in his book thar 
it was Mrs. Norton, the lovely. and poetic 
aunt of the late Lord Dufferin and the grand- 
mother and guardian of Lord Grantiey, who, 
‘having managed to worm the secret out of 
the susceptible Sydney Herbert, then a mem- 
ber of the cabinet, after dinner, carried the 
news tothe Times. He relates that she asked 
Sydney Herbert (father of Sir Michael Her- 
bert, who was ambassador here at Washing 
ton) to remain at her house while she went to 
visit a sick friend a few doorsoff. According 
to Sir William, instead of going to the myth- 
ical invalid she got into a cab, drove down to 
the Times office, told Mr. Delahe, the editor, 


hat she knew, received from him a check 


for 500-guineas and returned to poor Sydney 
Herbert with the check in her pocket, allow- 
ing bim to depart an hour or two later in 
happy ignorance of her treachery. The late 
Lord Dufferin was particularly indisnant 
about this version of the manner in which 
the Times had secured from his aunt the ear- 
liest news of the repeal of the corn laws, and 
much acrimonious correspondence ensued in 
the newspapers. ;

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Ae religion is only a certain 
ideas then one can be religious without be- 
ing anything else in particular. Itis then pos- 
sible to think of a religous man who is with- 
out any special: evidence of his fatth in his 
conduct. If, on the other hand, religion is an 
attitude. of the lite, it is bound to have re- 


gults in character and conduet. 


Most people are more concerned about the 
philosophica! roots of their religion than 
About its practieal fruits. They are more 
anxious that their ideas of the divine should 
be accurate, or that others should so con- 
sider them, than they are that their deeds 
should reflect and reveal that divine and 
higher glory of character. 

True faith cares little for formulas; it is 
concerned with fruits. When once one has 
caught some vision and hope of the fullness 
of life that religion reveals, when he has seen 
some glimpse of the ideal kingdom to which 
its aspirations point; he is then concerned 
only in making that ideal a reality. 

Religiously more people die of surfeit than 
of starvation, more of too many sermons 
and too little service. They become habitual 
hearers of the word; they exhaust their pow- 
ers in seeking after impressions and sensa- 
tioh; they have none left for expression save 
in phrases. Faith to them is feeding the 
emotions, but saving faith = compels 
to service. 

No man possesses any more religion than 
he practices; his religion is that aspiration 
and ideal that has sufficient motive and 
power to, compel action, the rest is barren 
and often baneful speculation, theorizing, 
dreaming. No man becomes a saint by 
dreaming of heaven. He is a saint who, be- 
cause he belleves in the possibility of the 
heavenly, seeks its present realization. 

The faith we need is that which saves us 
from taking this world in terms of despair, 
the faith that sees the universe as essen- 
tially the expression of the eternal good- 
ness, that believes that there is law, order, 
and love here, that because it believes this 
works to bring about the will of the all- 
embracing. love. 

Faith is hope, aspiration seeking realiza- 
tion. Because it sees the vision of a new 
heaven and a new earth it labors to bring 
them here. Looking forward, it lifts up. 
It sees the possible good in even the most 
unpromising; it sees the promise of spring 
in the storms of winter; it sees the handi- 
work of love in the ways of pain; it finds the 
promise of the full life every where.

Emancipation from the legal and moral re- 


straints of civilization are apt to influence 
injuriously. characters affected by . te 
change of manner of life and ot 0 
conditions. It requires a man of the most 
extraordinary strength of prineipi such as, 
for instance, Capt. Peary, to remain entirely 
indifferent to the demoralizing nature of his 
surroundings, once beyond the borders of 
civilization, where he may feel that his con- 
science is the only obstacle to deter him 
from the perpetration of any shortcomings 
that may offer themselves to tempt . 
— 

Added to this there is the. jealousy which 
is bound to arise among those associated 
in any work of gecg:aphica!l exploration. 
Fame is the main incentive, and in propor- 
tion as the remoteness from civilization in- 
creases so does the yearning for glory and 
the desire to reap the largest amount ot 
kudos augment, until they reach spch a 
stage as to destroy sentiments of mutual 
consideration, of comradship, of loyalty, and 
of honor, developing in some. instances a 
jealousy bordering on insanity. 

Indeed, of all the sciences that engage 
the attention of the student there is none 
that has been productive of a greater amount 
of bad blood than geography. There have 
been few expeditions connected therewith 
that have not been marked by disputes 
among the members that sometimes cui- 
minated in tragedies, while there is hardiy 
a single record published or geographical 
enterprise which does not contaih some 
dark pages or else which leaves the reader 
with the impression that there are some 
episodes which have deen left unwritten 
because they are of a character to injure 
the reputation of either dead or living par- 
ticipants in the expedition. 

Dr. Cook, dining with the editor and staff 
of the Copenhagen Politiken ”’. on Tuesday 
night. is reported to have remarked that he 
was anxious to get away from the arctic 
region as soon as possible, since if Peary 
had encountered him there the other would 
certainly have shot him; and this asser- 
tion was printed on the following day in 
large type in the columns of the Politiken. 
which is a semil-official newepaper of the 
utmost reliability. To the ordinary public 
this assertion of Dr. Cook, admitting him 
to have made it, may appear in the light of 
a joke. But to those’acquainted with the 
darker side of geographical exploration it 
is nothing of the kind, and while no one in 
his normal senses would believe that Peary 
could be guilty of such a thing, yet it niay 
be taken as illustrative of the frame of mind 
of Dr. Cook, who is perfectly aware that 
time and again charges have been brought 
against explorers of having put out of the 
way rivals, and-even companions; in order 
to enjoy the laurels of the expedition. It 
may be recalled that suspicions of this kind, 
subsequently proved to be wholly without 
foundation. were circulated in connection 
with the death of Leonidas Hubbard in the 
wilds of Labrador in 1904. in fact, his widow 
was led thereby to embark upon an expedi-.

GET out of all patience with the conventional

‘awful cruelties inflicted on the lower animals in the name of sport, 
‘and science, and fashion. By what art“ can sensitive and sympa- 
thetic minds forget the loss of other person’s happiness in the culture 
of their own, especially if they have realized that not a little of their 
personal well being is derived from the pain of their fellow beings? 
Here, again, I think some measure of consolation may be found, 

if we look at the problem in a less sanguine and therefore less exacting 
spirit. People often indignantly ask, with reference to some cruel 
action or custom, whether we are living “in an age of civilization 
or of savagery,” the implication being that in an era of the highest 
and noblest civilization, such as ours is assumed to be, some un- 
accountably barbarous persons are stooping to an unworthy practice.

In inter times we find it taught by Goethe, Fichte, Schelling, 
Lessing, to name but some among the German philosophers, Goeths 
in his old age looking joyfully forward to his return. Hume declared 
that it was the only doctrine of immortality a philosopher eould look 
at, a view somewhat similar to that of our British Professor Me- 
Taggart, who, lately reviewing the various theories of immortality, 
came to the conclusion that reincarnation was the most rational. 1 
need not remind any one of literary culture that Wordsworth, Brown- 
ing, Ressetti, and other poets believed it. 

The reappearance of the belief in reincarnation is not. a 
an emergence of a belief of savages among civilized nations, but a 
sign of recovery from a temporary mental aberration in Christendom, 
part of the derationalization of religion which has wrought so muen 
evil and has given rise to so much skepticism and materialism. 

To assert the special creation of a soul for every fresh body, 
implying that the coming into existence of a soul depends on the 
formation of a body, inevitably leads to the conclusion that with the 
death of the body the soul will pass out of existence; that a soul

universally is decrying the decadence of orthodoxy as he learned i-.

This is infinitely more than we are wont

It would, indeed. be godlessness for man 
to mock this divine law of life which re- 
veals itself in the diversity between man 
and woman, : 

Whatever a woman has a right to be, she 
has no right to be a man.

Therefore, the freest and finest womanly 
spirits, the best moral representatives of 
their séx, look upon the rights which they 
seek for woman“ as only the means to the 
end that woman shall be more womanly.

Cities Control the Output in Making Stoves. 


HERE are four cities in the country 
that manufacture stoves in wholesale 
quantities; but four centers where 
this peculiar line of business can be 
maintained and carried on success- 

full}. In order of importance they are Chi- 
cago, Quincy, III.; Detroit, and St. Louis, 
Other places perhaps boast of their stove 
foundries, but they are extremely rare, and 
nine times out of ten in the experiméntal 
stage. 

Paradoxical as it may seem. if you wish to 


go into the stove business and compete with 


the trade, do not compete by long distance; 
establish yourself alongside of your com- 
petitor. Your chances for success will be 
then greatly increased. Steer, clear of tempt- 
ing offers made* by local chambers of com- 
merce and ‘’ boosters’ clubs,“ if they are out- 
side of the stove pale. Do not invest In a 
place where taxes are exempt for a period 
of years and find yourself marooned by lack 
of labor. Why? Because the labor element 
in the line of stovemaking plays as impor- 
tant a part in the game as does the capital 
stock. 

Unlike other branches of industry, the 
stove foundry requires a certain kind of 
workmanship. It is different from that of 
the puddler, the open hearth worker, or the 
roller mill man. It is peculiar to itself, re- 
quiring a knack which almost borders on 
fine art. The workman must be reared in 
the atmosphere; schooled in the business, 
and must serve his apprenticeship in tho 
Mississippi valley or else be will lose out. 

Examine the cook stove or heater of today 
and you will at once see the quality and 
grade of work that enters into it. The decora- 
tions, mountings, the different patterns, all 
require the most —, work. 


„Quads of Stove Industry. 


To obtain this grade of workmanship you 
have to go to it; it will not come to yOu. You 
cannot go to the Atlantic or Pacific seaboard 
with your money and hope to get rich in the 
stove business. You will fail invariably.

Many years ago when stove making was in 
its infancy and the cook stove was struggling 


for its existence with the old Dutch oven and 


the fireplace crane, there sprang up aimost 
simultaneously four stove foundries in Chi- 
cago, Quincy, St. Louis, and. Detroit. At 
first these institutions amounted to almost 
nothing; but by slow and painful degrees 
they emerged from their experimental stages, 
and today supply the world with cookers and 
heaters. 

Alongside the struggling n la bored 
the stove molder, finisher, and polisher. In 
sympathy with the industry he represented 
he took on success and achievement in pro- 
portion to the advancing business. He de- 
veloped a certain kind of trait or characteris- 
tic wherein the material and the artistic 
work were combined. This was h-nded down 
like tradition from skilled worker to ap- 
prentices, until now he forms a sort of cult. 

When a molder gets tired of Chicago he 
goes to Detroit, thence to St. Louis, and then 
to Quincy. After so long a time he once 
again returns to his “ first love. The circle 
is now complete. He may travel all the time; 
his restlessness may pile up his mileage, but 
out of that fixed circle he does not venture. 
The reason is simple. It is wages. 

In this circuit of cities a standard of wages 
is fixed ranging all the way from $30 to $50 
a week. Elsewhere he obtains in other 
branches of the iron business all the way 
from $20 to $30. Venturing outside of his 
cult, he loses hig peculiar skill, histraditional 
training, and consequently takes lower 
wages. 

So the custom grew up that If a molder be- 
came tired of Chicago he could travel to De- 
troit without losing caste; and so on until he 
landed in Quincy. He then could return to his 
former stamping ground and receive his old 
wage without having to work up to the old 
position.

How she is to attain this end each must 
solve according to her own conditions and in- 
clinations.

They don’t get even 
enough of it to pay for rent when they do get 
any of it at all. Most of them are thrown 
upon the world with nothing to live on. They 
have to seek means of subsistence anywhere 
they can get it.” 


Profits Go to the Big Dealers.

e@untry or superintendent of a factory in 
Chicago sells to the peddler and ss Satta aa him 
to the junk dealer is large. 

Just where the high profits come in in the 
junk business is hard to tell. At least the 
Chicago junk dealers themselves are shy 
about disclosing their trade secret.“ Those, 
however, who are close enough to these men 
to know the inb and outs ot the business state 
that the money is chiefly made in manipulat- 
ing the prices to the advantage of the large 
dealer. The country peddler, it is said, sells 
his stuff more or less mixed, and gets a 
certain Price for it. When his car load of 
goods reaches the junk yard in Chicago it ts 
sorted. The junk dealers here know the 


‘market for each and every kind of old iron or 


metal, and in this way are able to get the 
highest prices. 

Another reason for the large profits which 
the dealers make is said to be the fact that 
the great majority of peddlers are generally 
foreigners, ignorant of the language and of 
the.customs of this country, and miserably 
poor, in addition. Such people can be easily 
“squeezed ’’ on prices and taken advantage 
of in every direction by the wholesale junk 
dealer, especially if that dealer be lack- 
ing in scruples as to his methods of making 
money, 

“If you had access to the biographies of 


some of the best doctors, the most success- 
ful lawyers, and biggest business men of the 
west side.“ said a veteran west side resi- 
dent, you would almost invariably find that 
they began as junk peddlers just as sure as 
you can trace every immigrant from the 
Slavic countries of eastern Europe today to 
the steel milla, or mines, or the Italian to the 
railroad camp.

Junk Business Under Ban. 

"In spite of the fact, However, that the 
junk’ busin is responsible for the suc- 
cess of many, it is hated and detested by 
almost every one, including even the large 
junk dealers, who are the real money mak- 
ers. There is an atmosphere about it which 
makes it disgusting to a man of finer sen- 
eibilities. The associations one has to form, 
the people one frequently has to deal with 
are of an unsavory and often utterly un- 
reliable character. Of course there are 
crooks in every business. 

But when a junk dealer is caught buying 
stolen goods even when he bought the goods 
unknowingly one hears more about it and 
the contempt for the man is stronger than 
it would be for a common burglar. The 
story about the burglar would be forgotten 
the next day. The story about the junk men 
whe buys stolen goods hovers in the air long 
after the man has either been sentenced or 
acquitted.” 

The migration from the stum to the boule- 
vard on the part of many rich junk dealers 
is in a way an attempt to live down their 
reputations as junk men. Generally such a 
man moves to the boulevard when his chil- 
dren, and especially his daughters, grow up. 
Living in the slums beside his junk shop his 
daughter in spite of his money could not mar- 
ry out of her class, as it were. On the boule- 
vard, however, removed from the junk shop 
atmosphere and associations, her matri- 
monial chances are expected to improve. 


Chemist Wins Salary Raise.

FEW months ago a young chemist 

employed by one of the largest con- 

cerns of its class in this country tact- 

fully sought to get my candid opinion 

as to whether or not he would be 
justified in pressing his employers for a much 
wanted increase in his salary. 

I am a dozen or more years the senior of 
the young man in question and have known 
him since young boyhood, but had not met 
him after his graduation from one of our big 
state universities. He had gone to Chicago 
to apply his university training to the com- 
mercial battle, in which he showed himself 
to be fitted for the three stripes df a sergeant, 
if not for the two bars of a captain. 

In the last three years his pay has been 
bdosted by degrees from $60 to $100 per month, 
This was duly appreciated by the' young 
chemist, but aside from the fact that he was 
a young married man and had the expense 
account Incidental to the head of a home, 
there were two reasons why he felt that ory 
pay was justiy due him. One was that he 


was filling the place of an employé who had 


drawn a salary of $1,800.a year and the other 
that he had invested a good sized capital of 
time and money in his education. 

To me both the reasons were good ones, but 
did not furnish the preponderance of evidence 
upon which one wishes to reach an accurate 
decision. I withheld my advice until later 
in the day. 

The big buyers from this young man's em- 


_ ployers are in the habit of taking the samples 


sent by the Various firms that ask for their 
trade and sending them to the manufacturers

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ployers. He is expected, however, to select 
their own goods as the best and so report to 
the customer whe has hoped to make the 
young man give evidence that some rival 
firm is manufacturing the best on the market. 

While engaged in deciding the merits of a 
half dozen such samples the young chemist 
discovered that a big New York competitor 
was marking their samples by a mere trace 
of potato starch. He at once had their own 
Samples similarly marked, and as a conse 
quence the New York City firm in several in- 
stances unwittingly indorsed the product of 
their Chicago rival and diverted business to 
the young chemist’s employersa. 

A certain rock was also used as an adulter- 
ant by one of the Chicago firm’s big competi- 
tors. To detect this took several days’ time 
and $10 expense. My young friend invented a 
chemical process that arrived at the desired 
proof in ten minutes tie and with only a few 


. cents’ expense. 


These were the points about the young 
man’s services to his employers that led me 
to advise him to seek the coveted. increase in 
his salary and to be quite: firm in doing the 
same. The young chemist secured the covet- 
ed raise in his pay with ease.

fis an oasis in the desert—one of the glories 
of Arizona. To the traveler approaching 
through the dreary gray plains and dark 
brown mountains, its luxuriant vegetation 
is a sight that amazes and delights. The 
capital city of Phoenix, possessing every 
modern feature of civilization, is one of the 
magical results of irrigation. As in Damas- 
cus, its wealth is the gift of its streams. The 
Salt River has been a scene of irrigation en- 
terprise since 1865, but progress has been 
tenfold more rapid in the past few years. 
The valley is 40 miles long by 2 to 15 wide, 
and its arable area is about 400,000 acres. 
The rainfall being only 5 to 6 inches annu- 
ally, the valley-is wholly dependent on a 
supply of water from the Salt River and the 
Verde. This supply is fortunately assured 
by the immense drainage area—90% of 
which is under Government inspection and 
control, in Indian reservations or national 
forests—and also by the Government irri- 
gation works, undertaken at a cost ‘of 
$6,000,000. > 


The Blossoming Desert 


‘Grasses and cereals. flourish in the Salt 
River Valley. Alfalfa, the favorite forage 


of great rivers. There is the same dry, 
bracing atmosphere, under a cloudless 
sky. Irrigation is just as necessary and 
just as magical in its effects But there 
is this great difference in favor of Arizona: 
Modern farming methodsand machinery 
will quadruple the yield per acre and 
render farming immensely productive 


crop, grows four to six crops a year—of one or 
two tons to the acre. With prices of alfalfa 
hay at $10 to $12 a ton, there should be 
profit in such a crop—one, too, which en- 
riches rather than impoverishes the land, 
and supplies the best of grazing. Good 
yields of wheat, barley and oats are ob- 
tained. With the increase of land values, 
owners of the large farms will quickly cut 
up their holdings. Ten acres of this Valley 
land is said to be ample for a family. 


Semi-Tropical. Fruits 

A considerable acreage is devoted to or- 
ange culture—the fruit commanding a high 
price in eastern markets, which it reaches 
very early. Grape fruit does well. Melons 
and cantaloupes of the Valley are famous 
for their flavor, particularly those of Mesa. 
Olives are a thriving crop, the keeping qual- 
ity and flavor of the oil being excellent. 

Other’ fruits grown’ successfully are the 
peach, apricot, pear, fig, almond, grape and 
Strawberry. Profits from strawberries of 


$500 to $1,000 an acre are reported. 


The Yuma Project 


Another great government project in 
Arizona is the diversion of the waters of 
Colorado River by means of Laguna dam, 
10 miles north of Yuma, into two canals,

the Yuma Indian Reservation in California, 
20,000 acres in the Gila River Valley ‘in|

HE newest features of the fall and wine 
ter hats are the sharp left tilt and the 
long back brim. The full draped crown 
of velvet is another point of importance 
in millinery styles. Among the new tur- 
ban models the Henry IV. is a notable 
example because of the striking lines of 
this particular shape. It promises to 

@ominate the turban ideas through the fall and winter. 

The materials usually chosen are beaver and vel- 
vet in combination. The shape is large and oblong, 
with a sharply turned left side brim, and has the full 
velvet draped crown, the peculiar draping of the full 
folds of velvet. givins originality and distinctiveness 
to this rather eccentric turban idea. The height of the 
turban is emphasized by white airgrettes or by trim- 
mings of fancy feathers, or by large wings which are 
arranged so as to accentuate the height by pointing 
hack ward. 

Panne and paon velvet will be used in quantities in 
the making of these hats. While black is the most 
popular for this style of hat, colors are also used. 

In the trimmings such as wings and other fancy 
feather effects, bigness characterizes many of the nov- 
elties. Wings are unusually large this season, and— 
say it softly—unusually expensive The long plume 
effects made of aigrettes have come in again this fall 
and they are being shown on the latest of the imported 
models. They are also shown with black Mercury 
wings at the base, and this novelty is particularly 
striking with a quill or plume effect made up of the 
masses of white heron aigrette. 

= * 

Another feature of the season is the favor shown 
the black and white combinations. While this tend- 
ency was noticeable in the late summer millinery, it 
promises to reach its greatest favor during this fall 
and winter season. The favorite combination is to have 
the shape of black, with the trimmings entirely in 
white. 

The familiar Gainsborough type of picture hat, 
which was so much the vogue this summer, is more 
modish than ever. It is shown in enormous sige in brim, 
crown, ahd height. Fine silk velvet is used as a cov~- 
ering for the shape, with crown drapings in various 
new effects and materials in novelty bands. The trim- 
mings are usually ostrich plumes. The long, sweeping, 
graceful lines of these hats always appeal to women, 
and the artistic merits make the hat a favorite for 
the more dressy occasions. These large hats are worn 
this season to rest low on the head. Where these hats 
are worked out in beaver a favorite combination is the 
gray beaver with apple green plumes. 

The demand for ribbons in millinery continues with 
undiminished strength. Ribbons are used in enormous 
quantities on the newest fall and winter hats. The 
large bow of moire, satin, or taffeta ribbon is one of 
the smartest of trimmings for both the expensive and 
the medium priced hats. In the case of the latter @ 
handsome bow of ribbon often takes the place of the 
more expensive aigrette, or ostrich trimming. 

The satin glase ribbons, the changeable taffetas, 
and the pompadour effects in warp and surface prints 
are among the fall offerings for het trimmings. ‘These 
ribbons in their new color effects and combinations of 
Shades in the rich tones were never more attractive 
or fascinating. Moires in novel shades and in varying 
patterns of water marking and in combination with 
satin and other finishes are greatly used. The use of 
the cockade bows and rosettes made of ribbon will in- 
crease the demand for ribbon in millinery. 

In face veiling never have such extreme styles 
been shown and yet they are extremely smart and 
fashionable. The newest veiling have enormous meshes, 
many of which range from one-half to an inch in size. 
The contrast between the fine hair thread supporting the 
meshes and the meshes themselves gives even greater 
prominence to the large blocks and dots which stand 
out like the squaren on a checker board.

To Freshen Ribbons. 


Ribbon is first dusted and then ironed be- 
tween tissue paper. To clean ribbon a mix- 
ture is made of three ounces soft soap, three 
tablespoonfuls honey, and a teacupful of 
gin and water. The ribbon is placed on a 
board and scrubbed with the mixture. It is 
then rinsed by dipping several times in clean 
cold water and not squeezed out, but hung 
ever a line to drip, then put between clothes 
and ironed by dgawing the ribbon under the 
iron. This prevtnts creasing and a stringy 
appearance at finish. The iron should be 
kept, still with pressure upon it. 

White ribbons will not turn yellow when 
washed if the water is warm, not hot, and 
the soap used a fine white quality. Rinse 
in three waters, the last being a strong blue. 
Hang in the sun until half dry, then press 
under clean muslin with a ce a Black 
satin ribbons may be renewed by rubbing 
gently with vaseline. 

To wash colored ribbon make a strong 
lather of fine soap and cold water; wash the 
ribbons and rinse them several times, always 
in soapy water, not clear water. When partly 
dry iron between them pieces of muslin, 
having the ribbon perfectly. smooth. 

Ribbon interwoven with tinsel is dest 
cleaned with fine bread crumbs and powdered 
blue, then shaken and rubbed with a clean 
cloth; tinsel or gold lace may be cleaned with 
ammonia. 

To dry clean lace give it a dry bath in 
four. Put a quart of flour into a basin, put 
in the lace then rub and squeeze it with the 
hands.

If vou have a small kitchen and find en- 
dertainment difficult on account of lack of 
place to put the soiled dishes as they come 
out after each course, purchase a small cut- 
ting table and saw the lege off, to permit 
its going under the kitchen table with ease. 

Also buy a kitchen chair and saw the back 
off, so that this can be slipped under both 
tables. Thus dishes can be placed on the 
cutting table and slid in under the kitchen 
table until needed, and the chair can be 

placed in and out as desired. 

Hang on a convenient nail in your kitchen 
a pair of sharp, medium sized shears, and 
with them trim the rind from slices of bacon, 
trimming the edges as they fry to prevent 
curling. 

Trim the edges ot your steak before cook- 
ing, and cut out the bones, especially the 
rings, with marrow inélosed. All these can 
be utilized in soup. Cut off the green tops 
of celery and dry in oven.

Mixed Pickles 

One-half peck green tomatees, twenty-five 
medium sized cucumbers, fifteen large white 
onions, one-half . peck small onions, 
four heads cabbages, one pint of 
grated horseradish, one-half pound of white 
mustard seed, one-fourth pound ground muse 
tard, one-half teacupful ground black pep- 
per, one-half pint salad oil, one ounce celery 
seed, one-half ounce ground cinnamon, two 
ounces turmeric. 

Slice the tomatoes and large onions, cut 
cabbages as for slaw, quarter cucumbers 
lengthwise, but in pieces two inches long, 
leaving the peel on, and add the small onions 
whole. Mix with salt thoroughly, let stand 
twenty-four hours. .Drain off the juice and 
pour vinegar and water over pickies. Let 
stand a day or two. Strain again as dry as 
possible: Mix the spices well, except the 
ground mustard Then boil one and one-half 
gallons fresh apple vinegar and pour boiling 
hot over the pickles. 

Do this three mornings in succession, using 
the same vinegar each time. The third time 
add one pound of sugar to the vinegar and 
boll, pouring over as above; also mix the oil 
and ground mustard together with a small 
portion of the vinegar and add when cold. 
Oll can be omitted if so desired.

How to Roast Turkey. 


First remove pin feathers and singe off the 
hairs over an alcohol flame. Then thorough- 
ly wash and wipe with a soft cloth. Then 
draw the fowl and wash inside with warm 
water. Cut off the neck close to the body, 
leaving the skin to fold over the opening. 
‘Then bend the leg back and carefully cut the 
skin on the joint just enough to expose the 
sinews without breaking them and draw 
them out by a fork. Break off the leg at the 
joint, the sinews hanging to it. Cut the oil 
sack away from the rump. Now it is ready 
to stuff. 

Put the stuffing that is to be used, a little 
best in the body and sew up 
the opening. ‘Draw the skin of the neck 
smoothly down and under the back, press 
the wings close to the body and fold the pin- 
jons under, crossing the back and holding 
down the skin of the neck. Press the legs 
close to the body and slip them under the 
skin as much as possible. Press the trussing 
needle, threaded with white twine, through 
the wing by the middle joint, pass it through 
the skin of the neck and back and out again 
at middle joint of the other wing. Return the 
needle through the bend of the leg at the sec- 
ond joint, through the body and out at the 
game point at the other side; draw the cord 
tight and tie with the end at the wing joint. 

Thread the needle again and run it through 
the legs and body at the thigh bone and back 
at the ends at the drumsticks, draw the drum- 
stick bones close together, covering the open- 
ing made by drawing the fowl and tile the 
ends. 

Have both knots on the same side of th» 
fowl and when roasted cut on opposite side 
and draw out. 

To roast: Dredge the fowl with salt, pep 
per and flour and place in a pan with a pint 
of water; baste every fifteen minutes; allow 
fifteen minutes to the pound to roast. Then, 
ten minutes before it is done take out and 
wipe over with butter and dredge once more 
in flour and replace in oven until it is a golden 
brown and crisp.

Easy Lunches for Sunday Night 


Prepared in the Chafing Dish.

It is a great wonder that more universal use 


is. not made of the chafing dish. Eepecially 


during the summer and early fall moriths 
there are times when it so completely arises 
to the occasion and with go ttle effort on the 
part of the intelligent user. Bachelor girls, 
and men, too, use the chafing dish more than 
it is used in the average home. 

There are so many things which can be pre- 
pared and so quickly and easily for Sunday 
night lunches when the cook is out and one 
wants a little hot something to add zest 
to the meal, Suppose you have a few guests 
and you wish to have a dainty little lunch 
without going to the trouble of changing your 
gown or becoming heated in the kitchen. 
Here is a simple little menu and one which 
will be &éppreciated by your guests. 

Have the table set prettily. Bread and but- 
ter sandwiches, iced tea with lemon, fruit, 
cake, pickles, and wafers form a foundation 
for a lunch to which the addition of the hot 
dish prepared in the chafing dish is the finish- 
ing touch. 

When these are ready place the chafing dish 
and the person who is to operate it where 
there is plenty of ‘‘ elbow room.” 

For the chafing dish have all the necessary 
articles ready where they can be reached 
without trouble. The best way is to serve 
grape fruit or a simple salad to the guests 
while the cook is preparing the piece de re- 
gistance, thus bridging over the wait which 
will necessarily ensue.

For chicken croquettes, a never failing and 
unbversally liked dish, take the following for 
six or eight people: Three cupfuls of chicken, 
chopped fine; one cupful of bread crumbs; 
two eggs, well beaten. Roll chicken and 
bread crumbs into small, pear shaped balls, 
dip into beaten eggs and bread crumbs, and 
fry in butter in the chafing dish. 

Another equally good summer dish ie cur- 
ried eggs, which are prepared as follows: Six 
hard boiled eggs, cut in sikees; two small 
onions, minced; two teacupfuls of veal or 
chicken stock, half a cupful of rich cream, 
two dessert spoonfuls of curry powder, two 
tablespoonfuls of flour, two teaspoonfuls of 
butter. Put in the chafing dish butter and 
onions and cook until they begin to brown; 
stir in the curry powder, mix well, then add 
the flour, stirring well all the time, then add 
the stock. When the mixture has simmered 
ten minutes add the cream and then put in 
the eges, and serve hot on toast. 

Another dish which is easier to make than 
Welsh rarebit is cheese fondu, for which the 
following are the requisites: Two cupfuls of 
cheese, grated fine; one cupful of milk, one 
cupful of fine bread crumbs, tablespoonful of 
butter, one teaspoonful of dry mustard, suffi- 
cient paprica to flavor the taste, and two 
eggs. Put the butter in the chafing dish; 
when melted add the milk, bread crumbs, 
cheese, and mustard, stirring constantly. 
Season with paprica, and just before serving 
add two eggs beaten Nght.

Among ancient civilizations, which we of 
today in our ignorance have regarded as 
semi-barbaric, it was a crime to be sick; and 
it is still a custom of the Chinese, who rep- 
resent the oldest race of this type, to pay 
their physicians to keep them well, and their 
pay is forfeited when a client becomes ill. 

Although we have not learned any lessons 
from the wonderful methods shown us by

His repeated assertions that a consumptive 
should ostracize himself from all society as 
long as he was in danger of infecting any 
member thereof was regarded at that time 
as the height of |transcendentalism. | 

This is what health authorities are striving 
their utmost to accomplish now—to break 
the endless chain, especially of those dis- 
eases which seem peculiarly human; thus, 
one person sick with tuberculopis of the 
lungs can infect thousands of others, as he 
daily coughs up millions of bacilli. | 

Millions of dollars spent yearly by gov- 
ernments for the blishment and main- 
tenance of sanitaria to which he can be sent 
in order that hig fellows may live. It is in 
the segregation of the consumptive that the 
main hope of breaking the endless chain 
seems to lie with health authorities; whereas, 
if we appreciated only one fact, but a fact 
of such colossal importance that it averrides 
everything else, and which it seems impos- 
sible to drive into the cortical cells of such 
foreigners as the Russian aforesaid, and 
which the Harvard student realized long be- 
fore science n it. 


Danger of le n Overlooked. 


Is it worth while? 

And do the, sick owe anything to the well? 

To a lesser degree, but equally true, this 
holds good of every sickness which is com- 
municable. Thus a parent will permit a child 
ill with tonsilitis to attend schoo). Tonsilitis 
is highly contagious, but is in itself not a 
serious disease, yet when transmitted to an- 
other child may light up a fata! diphtheria; 
not that they are one and the same thing by 
any means, but had the second child's throat 
not been infected and thus gut into a state 


too weak to resist the activity of the diph- 


theria germ it would have escaped; and 80 
with scarlet fever we often hear the remark, 
Just a touch of scarlet fever.“ Now, scariet 
rash, scarletina, and scarlet fever all mean 
the same thing in milder or severer form. 
This disease is one of the most contagious 
known. The poison is so tenacious that it 
clings to objects for years, anda toy played 
with by a little fellow during his illness was 
the agent through which another little chap 
contracted the disease years after the toy had 
lain in the lumber room. 

A physician some time ago expressed him- 
self in the following emphatic language on 
the subject of scarlet fever: Parents who 
ignorantly or out of pure bulldog obstinacy 
permit or in §:t upon their children mingling 
with other children immediately after an at- 
tack of scarlet rash should be punished by 
fine or imprisoninent.”’ 

Even in those cases where thé nature of a 
particular attack is doubtful, in which, for 
instance, there is sore throat, slight feverish- 
ness, and a fleeting rash lasting but a few 
hours the danger of contagion should never 
be lost sight of, for the degree of susceptibil- 
ity varies tremendously. A mild attack in 


one may give rise to a malignant type of the | 


disease in another, and it is because the well 
are not protected from the sick that epi- 
demics of these highly contagious and d- 
gerous diseases are started. 


Folly of an Old Belief. 


Measles and whooping cough are be many 
regarded as necessary diseases of childhood, 
and that it is advisable to expose the chil- 
dren to the infection. 

No folly could be greater. 

Whooping cough is the most fatal disease 
of. infancy, and the deaths from measles are 
cased by complications with which the deli- 
cate organism of a tiny child is unable to 
grapple. Yet over and over egain a foolish 
woman will go visiting with a child that 
“whoops’’ and so spreads this wretched dis- 
ease among the innocent little ones; and 
because Billy only had the measles con- 
stituted no reason why Bobby and Dolly 
should not be allowed to come in and play 
with him, and even when Dolly develops a 
fatal form of measles and there is a genuine 
outburst of it in the neighborhood the hand- 
writing on the wall is not interpreted and 
the well are not protected from the sick.

The lace. tucks, and bias band form the 
shoulder length, and these should be ar- 
ranged on the lining so as to come together 
at the high waist line, Before bringing this 
in place at the bottom the little V sha d 
vest of the lace must be put in place. This 
should be mounted over the silk. made to only 
meet, and must match perfectly, and fasten 
with hooks and eyelets. 

The sleeves may be made from a small leg 
o’ mutton pattern, and the lace is set into the 
top to form a deep V. The silk is left under 
this lace also. The sleeves end half way be- 
tween the elbow and hand in a deep cuff made 
of the silk, laid in tucks going around the 
arm. These tucks are three-eighths of an 
inch wide and escape one another by an 
eighth of an inch only. The skirt part is cut 
from a circular pattern and made large 
enough to full considerably into the waist. 
A soft crushed girdle of the silk disguises 
the joining of the two parts. 

Little fancy dressing, combing, and break- 
fast jackets are all convenient as well as 
useful, and fancy aprons, stocks, jabots, 
ties, scarfs, and the innumerable pretty and 
some of them practical accessories.

Inserting outlines the open neck and 
a bow of ribbon with long ends finishes the 
neck in the front. 

There should be at least four complete sets, 
and these should be made of good materials 
and the work should be as nearly perfect as 
may be. If these sets are planned for the 
pieces can be cut and the hand work which 
is inevitable can be made ready so it can be 
picked up at odd moments, in that way ac- 
complishing much without especial effort.

One by one they were laid in the old burying 
ground on the hill. Some who moved out as the build- 
ings went up were buried at Quindaro, half a dozen 
miles up the Missouri, but the Gewer of the Wyan- 
gottes were carried in the €uneral pall to Huron ceme- 
tery, where Indians had been buried since 1830, and 
which the gevernment had set aside for the Wyan- 
dottes by special act of congress. 

When an old braye died half a dozen years ago, 
the last straight Uune descendant of the original Wyan- 
dottes, with the exeeption of the three Conley sis- 
ters, had gone to these happy fields. So there they 
are, the last of the Wyandottes, lone and poor as 
Cooper's last Mohican.

UPPOSE, instead of two or three mails a 
day—to say nothing of ten or a dosen 
you had to content yourself with two or 
three a week. Suppose, instead of two 
or three a week, even, your chance of 
getting a letter, or of sending one. were 
cut down to two a year. Suppose you 
had to wait six long, weary months for 

the assurance that she—the particular “she” for whose 
sake, perhaps, you. were seeking your fortune so far 
from civilization—still loved you, and then had to be 
content with the assurance that she did—several 
months ago. Wouldn't the arrival of the mail mean 
a lot to you? Wouldn't: the announcement of one more 
mail a year be a thing to lie awake nights thinking 
about? 

Well, Alaska has been having the one more mail a 
week this last winter. Point Barrow, the “ farthest 
north“ of the postal service of the entire world, has 
been dreaming of one more mail a year—and the dream 
may come true! For last fall Uncle Sam announced 
three instead of two mails for Alaska for the winter 
of 1908-09, and last spring Point Barrow asked for 
three instead of two mails a year, and the postoffice 
department is considering the matter and may see its 
way to granting the requést. 

“The Alaska mail service!" The words are no 
more imposing than—well, than “the New England 
mail service.“ But they mean a lot more—and a lot 
less: a lot more in endeavor, in difficulties met and 
conquered: in impossibilities performed; a lot less in 
mail delivered. The Alaskan mail service is one of the 
government's practical philanthropies. It doesn’t pay, 
of course, in dollars and cents. It pays 32 cents the 
pound, and costs something like $5, but in what it con- 
tributes toward making life under peculiarly desolate 
circumstances approximately worth Hving, it pays a 
hundredfold. 


x * 
Service the Limit of R. F. D. Idea. 


The Alaskan mail service is the limit of the rural 
free delivery idea. It is rural free delivery carried to 
its logical—or rather to its heroically illogical—conclu- 
sion. Its routes are from 160 to 650 miles long. They 
are traversed, as already indicated, from twice a week 
_to twice a year. Most frequently the mail wagons are 
‘sleds drawn by dogs, though gradually, as the country 
is opened up, the trails of five years ago are the roads 
of today. buried though they be under many feet of 
snow, and horses are supplanting huskies. Thus heavier 
mails are carried, and with greater frequency, between 
the larger settlements. , 

On the 650 mile route from Kotzebue to Point 
Barrow reindeer are used. It is frequently spoken of 
as “the only reindeer route in the world’ Here, on 
a sledge made of whalebone, drawn by a team of do- 
mesticated reindeer, Uncle Sam’s postman hurries over 
the trackless snow covered tundras, freezing and starv- 
ing at times, and at other times forced to kill and eat 
his “horse,” bent upon the same mission as the R. F. 
D. carrier in the happy, populated rural UV. S. A. 

Ten years ago there wasn’t any Alaskan mail serv- 
ice. It wasn’t needed. During the season of 1907-1908, 
and for several seasons before that, there were two 
mails a week out of Seattle for Alaska. This last 
winter there were three. Last year there were two 
mails delivered at Point Barrow, something like 7,000 
miles from the big eities of thé Atlantic coast, and well 
within the arctic circle. Next year there may be three, 
For the department ts considering a petition bearing 
fourteen signatures for one more delivery a year up 
there. And scattered throughout the great frozen pen- 
insula are towns, settlements, mere mining’ camps, to 
which the mails come at intervals varying from the 
twice a week to the twice a year, and which but for 
the strenuous efforts of the Alaskan mall service, the 
bravery, faithfulness, and dogged endurance of the 
carriers, would be reduced to one a year—that of the 
summer time. 


* * 
Routes Change With the Seasons. 


Alaskan mail from all over the United States goes 


to Seattle, and from Seattle to Valdez by steamer three 
times a week, and from Valdez to Fairbanks, 300 miles 
away. To Valdez there is practically no limit to the 
weight that will be carried; but the mail to Fairbanks 
horses being the motive power—is limited to 800 
pounds, to Fairbanks,, that is, and beyond; to Fairban 
and all that Fairbanks feeds. From Fairbanks it 18 
distributed at lengthening intervals, in widening circles, 
and dy ever narrowing trails, on which dogs replace 
horses, and finally runners replace dogs. 

In winter northwestern Alaska—Nome, and the 
other settlements of the Seward peninsula—cannot be 
reached by way of the coast. Navigation is out of the 
question. The mails are carried inland, and then by 
devious trails, many of them following the Yukon, and 
its many tributaries, out to the coast again. :

Mail Delivered at Home Prices. 


It is hard to figure out just what it costs to de- 
liver these Alaskan mails for which Uncle Sam charges 
us 32 cents a pound, just as he does to deliver mail at 
your home from neighbors a block or two away. 

In 1904 it cost $4:07 a pound to deliver the Nome 
mail after it reached Alaska.. And that was before the 
Point Barrow route was established—the 650 miles: of 
snow and ice, of blissard and fog, of struggle and su- 
pérhuman effort, for which the department pays $800 
the round trip, for a limit of 300 pounds—l150 each 
way—$2.66 a pound, that is, for less than one-tenth 
of the journey to the steam heated, electric lighted 
civilization of the Atlantic coast cities, where mails are 
delivered dally, almost hourly. 

As to whether it is worth the price or not no one 
who has not been in Alaska is competent to judge. Any 
man who has spent a year or two in northern Alaska, 
cut off, not merely from family and friends, but in 
many cases from human companionship of even the 
least congenial sort, is ready to swear that it is worth 
any price several times over. Such a one is usually 
delighted to get even a Hill by mail, to know that any 
one, even a creditor, still thin of him. Possibly 
the fact that the creditor has got to “take it out in 
thinking has some bearing on his enthusiasm. 

“What the arrival of the semi-yearly mail means 
to those persons isolated in remote districts of the 
north, and how, especially in the winter months the 
arrival of the carrier is watched for with nervous ex- 
citemient verging almost into dread of the occasion, 
may be imagined from the precautions taken by the 
persons in authority at the various forts and mission- 
ary. schools where white women are stationed as teach- 
ers and missionaries or wives of the officers. 

When the mail finally arrives they rarely give the. 


‘women of the fort their complete package of letters, 


for from experiece they have learned that after living 
isolated and practically alone for manths at a time 
their nerves will not stand the strain and excitement 
of reading of the happenings and changes that. have 


taken place at their homes in the „States The news 


of the deaths, marriages, accidents and other incidents 


closely connected with their friends and relatives re- 


sult in hysteria and days of nervous sickness. So in- 
stead they are sven one or two letters at a time in 
order that the excitement may not be so acute. 

And the postoffice department can only figure out 
what it costs in dollars and cents to deliver the Alas- 
kan mails. What it costs in exposure and suffering, in

Cost Not Measured in Dollars. 


It ig the plain unvarnished tales of such plain, un- 
polished men that are involved in that demand of Point 
Barrow for three mails a year instead of two. It is 
not merely a question of an added 3800 to the depart- 
ment’s expenses. It is the many such tales and, the 
realigation of the many more that have not been told 
that causes the postoffice department at Washington

And then there are the tales that never have been

His thefte of jewels and his frauds at the expense 
of jewelers enabled him to live in the utmost luxury.

The 
honeymoon was spent in Naples, and owing to the 
position of the countess’ family among the Catholic 
aristocracy of Germany the couple were accorded the 
honor of a private audience with Leo XIII. while at 
Rome.

That 3 Aren't Fie 
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OME vf the smallest and oddest stores 
and offices in Chicago are now being 
built at Wilson and Evanston avenues, 
on the north side. The queer struc- 
tures are going up under the steel 

girders and croes beams of the Northwestern 
Dlevated railway. 

It is claimed that the nerves of men and 
women workers of Chicago are stich ag to 
allow them to prosecute their several avoca- 
tions under circumstanoés that would bring 
failure elsewhere. In Chicago a man may 
have all kinds of racket beside, before, be- 
hind, under, and above him without any- 
thing getting on his nerves. A Chicago den- 
tist may have his operating chair over buz- 
zing machinery in the basement, a bowling 
alley on one side of him, and a skating rink 
on the other; a barker may be working his 
vocal organs out in front, street gamins may 
be yelling over a game in the alley, and car- 
penters may be pounding an additional story 
on the roof without disturbing in the least 
the doctor who is either boring a hole in an 
incisor or yanking out a big double molar. 
Neither does the patient seem to see or hear 
anything save that which is occasioned by 
the work that is being done. 

It ia the same with other professions housed 
in similar noisy localities or surroundings.

That's how it comes that land owners and 
builders are building stores and offices where 
railroad trains run over the top of them in 
two directions every three minutes or oftener. 
Noise is no barrier to business; the more 
racket that is kicked up the more business 
is transacted apparently.

Idle Land Made Use Of. 


If the plan of building stores and offices 


under the tracks of the elevated road con- 
tinues, trains for miles will run over roofs, 
and much land that otherwise would lie idle 
will be made use of. The buildings are 
planned and are being built to take in as 
much daylight as possible, both from the 


front and rear, and are provided with the 


conveniences found in other structures. 

All of. the large number of trains passing 
the Wilaon avenue termina! of the elevated 
roads will pass over the roofs of these little 
storés and offices, and there are enough of 
them to make a continual din during most of 


the twenty-four hours a day, Chicago nerves 


being relied on to stand the test. 

Not only is the land under the tracks being 
used for business structures but the tri- 
angles and other odd shaped pieces of ground 
formed by the right of way of the elevated 
road and lying close to the iron work are 
being made use of in building. operations. 
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Five small buildings of one room each re- 
cently have been built in an angle of this kind 
near the junction of Evanston and Clifton 
avenues.

Conerete Roofs Deaden Noise. 


The stores and offices are protected from 
noise by the use of the concrete roofs from six 
to eight inches thick, which serve to deaden 
the sounds above. The roofs are from eight 
to ten feet below the top girders and beams 
of thé elevated railway structure: On top 
of the concrete material, which is forme 
of cinders, sand, and cement, is 4 tar an 
gravel coating, the whole being rainproof. 

From the station on the top of the struclure 
at Wilson avenue passengers descend by 
walking to the top of the stores across which

The indictments charging F. Augustus 
Heinze, the copper financier, with conspiracy

Quas company, were dis- 
missed today by Judge 
Hough of the United States Circuit court. 

The books were under subposna of the fed- 
eral court last spring, when the courts were 
investigating Heinze’s action as president 
of the Mercantile National bank in sustain- 
ing the firm of Otto Heinze & Co. during the 
financial panic of 1907. 

The accounts which were wanted could not 
be found by the federal officers, and Heinze’s 
indictment followed. His counsel, in demur- 
ring to the indictment, contended that there 
was nothing to show that Heinze knew any 
judicial action was pending when the books 
were removed, 

Judge Hough today also dismissed fifteen 
of the sixteen counts in an indictment also 
pending against Heinze, charging him with 
misapplication of the funds of the Mercantile 
National bank by discounting notes and certi- 
fying checks of the firm of Otto Heinze & Co. 

One of the indictments alleging misapplica- 
tion of funds of the bank by Heinze was 
approved by Judge Hough. 

In dismissing the fifteen counts of the in- 
dictment charging misapplication of «the 
funds of the bank, Judge Hough said those 
counts seemed to him to charge that Heinze, 
for the benefit of himself and others un- 
named. caused the bank to discount a single 
name commercial paper, and the bank lost 
the amount paki. The judge said it would 
be necessary to maintain an action for con- 
version of the proceeds of the note, which 
he did not believe could be done. He there 
fore threw out those counts. 

The sixteenth indictment, which was al- 
lowed to stand, and upon which Heinze may 
be tried, covers his loan of $500,000 from the 
Mercantile National bank upon his personal 
note on Oct. 14, 1907. Heinze’s counsel as 
serts the note was secured by stocks now 
worth $700,000.

NIGHT PRACTICE IS NEXT. 


Battleships Engage in Maneuvers on 
Southern Drill Grounds. 


Norfolk, Va, Sept. 11.—[Special.j—aAl- 
though all records are being kept secret, the 
condition of the target ships shows that the 
gunners of the American battleship fleet are 
keeping up their wonderful accuracy in the 
maneuvers on the southern drill grounds. A 
haze over the ocean interfered to some ex- 
tent in the target and battle practice work 
today. All of the twenty-two ships spent the 
day on the drill grounds in memeuver and 
fleet evolutions, however. 

Examination of the target boat, O’Brien, 
docked at the Norfolk navy yard, shows 
rents and holes in the little vessel that can 
hardly be repaired in time for the boat's use 
again before the conclusion of the fleet's 
battle target work next week. 


Shell Almost Bisects Ship. 

A shell from one of the battleship Louisi- 
ana’s twelve inch guns, striking near the 
stem of the O’Brien, penetrated and almost 
cut the vessel in two. Gaping holes were left 
in the two sides and the foundation of the 
boat’s conning tower was knocked out of 
place. The O'Brien was found to be in a 
much worse condition than was the target 
boat Nicholson when it came in for repairs 
following damages received on the drill 
grounds. 

Eight raft targets have been completed 
at the navy yard for use by the vessels of 
the fleet that have not concluded their day 
record target work. The night target prac- 
tices have been resumed and they will be con- 
tinued throughout next week. 


Seaman Killed in Accident. 

The British steamer Howth Head from 
New Orleans for bunker coal reports having 
sighted off Bodies island an overturned boat 
evidently from one of the American battle- 
ships.
